Sir, — ^I hâve the honor to submit the Report on Public Instruction^ 

in the Madras Presidèncy for the officiai year- 
1872-73. I wafl on privilège lèave from ttie 9th 
May to the 5th August 1872^, and during' that period Colonel 
R. M. Macdbnald, Inspector-General of Regîstratibn^ and formerly 
Inspector of Schools for the Ist Division, acted for me. It is only right 
to observe that, undërtaking the duties of the office when he did, the* 
Beavy work of preparing the report for 1871-72 and the considéra- 
tion of certain rather difficult administratfve questions dèvolved' upon 
(Tolonel Macdonald.. 

I. — GENERiTL StATISTICS. 

2. The total number of schools in connexion with the department' 

Kumber oftehooiêond increased during the year by 2,379, and the total» 

•choiarê. number of soholars by 66,862, In 1871-72 the 

increases were 922 schools and 19,980 scholars, and thèse figures were- 

eorrectly described as unprecedented in the report for that year. The^ 

table in^ the margin^ 
shows that the ex- 
tremely high figure», 
for the year underi 
review arise fromt 
action taken in con-- 
nexion with ele- 
mentary éducation : . 
the formation of 
Local Fund Boards,. 
and' the* appoint-. 
ment of additional 
Deputy Inspectors; 
of Schools and In*, 
specting SchooU 
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masters, bave evidentlj given a great stimulus to lower-class instruc- 
tion. It ia not to be supposed tbat the surprising advance in numbers, 
gratifying as it no donbt îa, bas been accompanied by a correspond- 
ÎQg advance in the quality of instruction. Tbe extrême lai^ness of 
the Bumerical increase would itaelf throw doubt upon suob a conclusion, 
and it will be seen from other parts of this report, and especially frum 
the reports of the lospectors of Scbools, that very much remains to be 
done to render Lower-Class Schools even moderately efficient. The 
Dumber of Collèges remains unaltered, as a Collegiate Department was 
again formed at the Qospel Society's Trichinopoly High School, while 
the Seminary of the same Society at SuUivan's Gardena waa tranaferred 
from the grade of a Coll^ to that of a Higher-Class School. Not- 
withstanding this traosfer ofthe Seminary, the number of Higher-Class 
Schools remaÎQs unchanged, owing to the Madrasa-i-Azam having been 
constituted a Middle iostead of a Higher-Class School. The decrease 
in Middle-Class Schools is due to the transfer to the Lover-Class of 
several schools formerly ranked in the Middle-Class. The increase in 
the number of Mixed Schools of the Lower-Class is accounted for hy a 
change in the dénomination of the schools. The additional Normal 
School is the one recently established at Nursapur by the Local 
Fund Board. The second table compares for 1872-73 and 1871-72 
the number of schools and scbolars in the several districts : —

It will be seen that somewhat over three-fourths of the increase 
of scholars belong to aided schools, and almost the whole of the 
remainder to schools at présent unaided, but under improvement with 
the yiew of qualifying for results' grants. The districts which 
show the greatest advance are, taken in order, Tanjore, Malabai*, 
the Kistna, North Arcot, Tinnevelly, Bellary, and South Arcot; 
South Canara stands at the bottom^ showing a decrease of two 
schools and a small increase of 152 scholars. The large sphère of action 
of Local Fund and Municipal Boards is evidenced by the fact that 
4,081 schools with 110,078)pupils are supported by, or draw their entire 
aid fipom, such Boards ; in 1871-72 the corresponding numbers were 
2,361 schools and 63,898 pupils.

In the case 
of East Indians a decrease attaches to both sexes ; this is an unsatisr 
factoiy feature. Native Christians, Hindus, and {Mahomedans show 
an increase for both maies and females ; and, though the increase is 
£eu: greater for maies, still the additional number of girls under instruc*- 
tion is decidedly considérable. 

6. The table in the margin places in comparison the number of 

pupils, boys and 
girls, studying dit 
ferent languages 
last year and in 
1871-72. Ofcourse 
such of the pupils 
as study more than 
one language enter 
the numbers in the 
table more than 
once. With the 
exception of a few 
military students 
who learn Taniil 
and Telugu in the 
Civil Engineering 

Collège, no languages are studied in that institution, the Médical 
Collège, the School of Arts, and the School of Ordnance Artificers. 

7. The accompanying table shows the Inspecting Agency as it stood 

at the close of the year. The additions made 
during 1872-73 comprise 15 Deputy Inspectors 
and 32 Inspecting Schoolmasters ; there are 
now two Deputy Inspectors for every district 
excepting Ganjam, Trichinopoly, Malabar, and 
South Canara. A second officer of this grade 
is much needed for Malabar and for Ganjam. 

Sanction has been given for the appointment of an extra Deputy for 
Malabar, but delay has occurred in nominating a man to the post, 
owing to a doubt as to fimds being available. In conséquence of 
liocal Fund and Municipal Boards having to contribute to the pay and 
allowances of a Deputy Inspecter, it is requisite to consult ail the 
Boards in a district before making a fresh appointment, and this 
involves much confusion and loss of time. So far as the Educational 
Department is concemed, a second Deputy Inspector for Malabar 
might be appointed at once. The arrangements lately made by Govern- 
ment, according to which, frora the beginning of 1874-75, Deputy. 
Inspectors will draw their pay from Provincial Funds alone, will

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prevent a difficulty of ihe same nature occurring hereafter. It is 
advisable that the scale of pay of Deputy Inspectors should undergo 
revision before long, in order that fair prospects may be held ont to 
thèse officers on whose honesty, intelligence, energy, and tact so much 
dépends ; at the same time, as the number of men has been very 
largely increased, in tàct almost doubled, the work of each has been 
greatly diminished, and it will not be necessary to take the subject up 
at once. On the 12th October 1872, Mr. Bowers retumed £rom leave 
and resumed charge of the Ist Division from the Acting Inspecter, 
Mr. Kershaw. On the lOth September Mr. Fortey retumed to duty 
and relieved Mr. Boyle, O.S. of the charge of the 2nd Division. 
Mr. Oaldwell went on leave on the 19th August, and, as a tempo- 
rary measure, Mr. (larthwaite assumed charge of the 4th Division, 
without préjudice to his appointment as Inspecter of the 6th Division. 
This arrangement was put an end to on the 24th September, when 
Mr. Bradshaw, Head Master of Mangalore Provincial School, relieved 
Mr. Oarthwaite of the charge of the 4th Division. Mr. Marden pro- 
ceeded on leave on the 29th October, when he delivered over charge 
of the 5th Division to Mr. Kershaw. It is scarcely requisite to 
remark that numerous changes, such as those just noticed, cannot but 
prove injurions to a small department. 

II.— University. 
'8. The foUowing statement gives a summary of the results of the 

lunatioftheirniverntsf exiuninations held by the University from its 
Examituuiamfrom 1857 establishment to the close of last officiai year. 

It is to be observed that under the head '* From 
Private Institutions " are included students who read by themselves

double that in 1871-72. The case is différent with respect to second- 
class candidates, the increase for Government institutions being about 
one-third of the number corresponding to 1871-72, while for other 
schools and private study the advance is only a little over 14 per cent. 
The increase in the total number of passed students is upwards of 24 
per cent. The figures for 1872-73 are higher than those for any 
former year; atthesame time the ratio of passed candidates to exami- 
nées is not satisfactory, only four out of every ten having proved 
successful. Looking at the large proportions which the Matriculation 
Examination is assuming, and the trouble and expense involved in its 
management, it seems very désirable that some arrangements should 
be devised for preventing decidedly unqualified youths firom undergoing 
eTiunination. 

10. The subjoined table places in comparison the success of indivi- 
dual institutions at the Matriculation Examination of 1872-73 with 
that attained by them in the preceding year. The table, while testi- 
fying to the diffusion of éducation and to the efforts of schools to pass 
youths at the Matriculation Examination, also suggests that there is a 
waste of labor and money in the case of several institutions, which 
might with advantage give over the attempt to produce Matriculates 
and confine themselves to a lower aim : —

12. Combaconum Provincial Collège sent up no candidates to the 

Bachelor of Arts Examination in 1872-73, conae- 
quently the only Government institution entering 
the subjoined list is the Presidency Collège. Also only four other 
schools contributed candidates against seven in the preceding year. 
Altogether, while in 1871-72, 131 youngmen came up to the examina- 
tion and 65 passed, in 1872-73, only 81 underwent examination and 
but 29 were successful. In explanation it is to be observed that the 
Bachelor of Ai*ts* course has been extended from three to four years, 
and that while youths who matriculated in 1868 came up for their 
degrees in 1872, those who matriculated in 1869 cannot undergo 
examination till 1874. Thus the candidates of last year consisted of 
waifs and strays, many of whom had failed at former examinations : —

13. At the Master of Arts Examination a single candidate, an 

ex-student of the Presidency Collège, was examined 
and passed in Branch IV. (History, Political 

Economy, &c.^) being ranked in the second class. 

14. It may hère be observed that, under the Act of Incorporation of 
the University, an examination for the degree of Master of Arts, as 
also for other degrees, must be held in any year in which a single can- 
didate cornes forward and pays his fee in due time. This régulation 
occasionally leads to trouble and expense without any compensating 
advantage, as a candidate sometimes fails to attend after arrangements 
hâve been made for his examination. The past year afibrds instances 
of the evil in connexion with two degree examinations. It would be 
-well if the Senate had it in their power to hold examinations only once 
in two years instead of annually for such degrees as are sought but 
rarely. 

15. Eight candidates were examined for the degree of Bachelor of 
_ _ _ Laws, and five passed, one being placed in thô 

second, and the others m the third class. 
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16. One student passed the preliminary scientific examÎDation for a 
^ . ^ .. . deenree in Medicine : two others, the first test for 

the degree of Bachelor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery, and one the second or final test for that degree. Also a 
candidate obtained the degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

17. It is of much importance that the standard in each portion of

versity xamtnattons. ^^^^^ ordered by authority ; it is also very désir- 
able that where there are alternative subjects, such as optional 
languages, the standard should be nearly the same in ail. With 
examiners^ such as are available in India, it is perhaps impossible to 
attain the above objects perfectly ; but it must be allowed that the 
présent state of things in the University of Madras is unsatisfactory. 
In regard to the examinations in optional languages espècially, there 
is great room for improvement, the standard apparently varying from 
language to languago and from year to year. 

18. The following table gives the results of the late University 
Reniittof examinations Examiuations in the optional languages selected 

in the optional languages ^j ^j^^ candidates. It is to be remembered that 

many of the students who passed in their optional languages failed in 
other subjects. The failure in Tamil at Matriculation, though sot so 
remarkable as that which occurred in the preceding year, is still very 
decided, and contrasts strangely with the large measùre of success 
obtained in the other languages: —

1872 the Principal, Mr. Thompson, proceeded to 
England, and bis place was taken by Mr. Porter, 
Principal of Combaconum Provincial Collège, who 
continued in charge throughout the officiai year. 
In May the Assistant Professor, Mr. Runganadum 
Moodaliar, was appointed to act as Head Master of 
Bellary Provincial School, and arrangements were made whereby Mr. 
Runganadum's work at the Collège was divided between two of the 
teachers of the Junior Department. In the course of the year other 
changes took place in the staff of the Junior Department ; and it may 
be mentioned in passing that a Hindu graduate of the Collège, who 
headed the long list of Bachelors of Arts in 1872, and who had been 
appointed a teacher in the Junior Department, resigned his appoint- 
ment and proceeded to England witli the view of competing for the 
Indian Civil Service. In November Dr. Oustav Oppert, who was 
selected by the Secretary of State for India to fill the Professorship of 
Sanskrit, arrived and entered upon his duties. 
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22. The following table ehows the attendance in the Senior Depart- 
ment of the Collège at the close of the years specified, and the num- 
ber of students that passed the several University Examinations in 
those years : —

23. It will be noticed that the attendance stands at almost pre- 
cisely the same figure as in 1871-72. The results at the Matriculation 
Examination are good, and those at the First Arts test are fair ; but 
there is a decided falling off for the Bachelor of Arts Examination. 
The want of success at the last test is attributable to the composition 
of the class^ which was made up of waifs and strays, many of whom 
had failed at préviens examinations. The results of the ordinary 
Collège examination were generally fair; at the same time in the 
lower classes of the Junior Department a considérable number fedled 
to secure promotion. 

24. Mr. Thompson, in his report upon the institution for 1871-72, 
called attention to the fact that the Collège classes were not fed^ as 
was expected, from the Hîgher-Class Schools of the Presidency town, 
and he urged that the Junior or School Department should receive 
further development. The question was carefully investigated by 
Lieutenant-Colonel R. M. Macdonald, then acting as Director of Public 
Instruction ; and on his report, Government Order, No. 286, of October 
6th, 1872, was passed. The subject having been viewed in connexion 
with certain others, the décision of Government was to the effect that 
the senior classes of the Madrasa-i-azam should be transferred to the 
Junior Department of the Collège, and that Mr. Thompson*s proposai 
should be again brought up in 1873-74. The Principal has «gain 
called attention to the matter, and his letter will be laid before 
Government for orders. 

25. The annexed table corresponds to one in the report for 1871-72,

26. It may be ob« 
served that the attend- 
ance in the second, 
third, and fourth Collège classes was remarkably steady throughout the 
year under review ; and, though the attendance decreased in the first 
class as the year advanced, the diminution vas not large, having 
regard to the fact that some of the first year's students are certain to 
find themselves unequal to the work, and will naturally drop off. 
27. On Mr. Porteras temporary transfer to the Presidency Collège, 

Mr. Oopal Row, the First Assistant Teacher at 
Combaconum Provincial Collège, who had been 
acting as Inspecter of Schools in the 6th Division, 
retumed to Combaconum, and was appointed 
Acting Principal, his own permanent post re- 
maining unfilled during 1872. In this way there 
were only three teachers for the Senior Depart- 
ment of the Provincial Collège up to the end of December ; the number 
sufficed as, owing to the changes made in the Bachelor of Arts curricu- 
lum, the Collège Department contained but three classes in 1872. In 
January last the Senior Department received its full complément of 
four classes, and acting appointments were made so as to provide for 
the additional class then formed. 

28. The table in the margin gives the number of pupUs in the Col- 
lège Branch and the 
results of the Univer- 
sity Examinations for 
the last three years. 
Considering that a 
new class was formed 
at the beginning of 
1873, the increase in 
attendance is not as great as might hâve been anticipated ; this is due

December last. The result at the Matriculation Examînation, though 
not equal to that in 1870-71, is very good, and surpasses the result for 
any other institution. It is to be observed, too, that of the 44 success- 
fui students no fewer than 14 were in the first class, 3 of them heading 
the list. The outtum of work at the First Arts Examination shows 
a falling off which is attributed mainly to the inferiority of the candi- 
dates. No students wént up for the Bachelor of Arts £xamination, 
as a fourth year class did not exist in 1872. 

29. The Acting Principal in his report notices an evil which has 
been complained of by the managers of other institutions. It appears 
that many of the students leave a couple of months or so before the 
close of the school-year, and retum in the February following ; by this 
course they save the fées for some months, and they imagine that they 
dérive as much benefit from studying their subjects privately as they 
would if they continued to attend their teachers. 

30. The most urgent want felt by the Collège is that of an appro- 
priate building ; the house in which the classes are located, and which 
bas been taken over by Government, is little better than a ruin. The 
provision of an improved building has occupied attention for some 
years ; but the contemplated repair^ improvement, and enlargement of 
the existing school-house hâve not yet been commenced. 

81. The Central Institution of the Free Church of Scotland's Mission 

continues to hold the positon secured for it some 
years ago by the exertions of the Rev. W. Miller 
and his assistants, viz., that of the foremost of ail 
aided collèges and schools in the Presidency. 
The subjoined table gives the most prominent results during the last 
three years ; and it may be added that, on the Slst March last, the 
School Department contained altogether 692 pupils : —

84. The Collège was inspected shortly afler the classes had been 
reformed for the year ; for this reason the inspection results were 
inferior to what they would otherwise hâve been. But Mr. Fowler 
observes that, even making allowance for the time when the examina- 
tion was held, '^ the results still fall below what may faiiiy be expected 
from the classes of an institution so fully officered as the Doveton 
Collège." At the close of last year, the schools, High and Primary, 
contained 163 boys, of whom 26 were in the Matriculation Class. 

85. The working year at the Médical Collège differs from the officiai 

year, beîng divided into a winter session of six 

months commencing on Ist October, and a sum- 

mer session of three. months beginning on the Ist 

April. Hère, only a brief notice will be given 

of the chief events connected with the Collège 

which occurred in 1872-73, and in the Appendix 

will be found the report of the Acting Principal for the preceding 

year. 

36. The following table compares the leading statistics of the Collège 
for 1872-73 with those for the two years immediately preceding. In 
addition to the entries in the table, it may be mentioned that four 
students, supported by the Maharajah of Yizianagrum, passed with 
crédit the final examination for Hospital Assistants ; thèse young men 
are to be employed professionally on the Maharajah's estâtes in the 
district of Vizagapatam. Also, two members of the Second Depart- 
ment absconded, and were dismissed the service as deserters ; one lad 
belonging to the Junior Department was unfortunately killed at the 
General Hospital by the fall of a shed during the cyclone of the 2nd 
May 1872.

37. The student who passed the final examination of M. B. and CM. 
is a Native Christian sent to Madras by the Travancore Sirkar to 
receive a médical éducation. The other young men who passed Uni- 
versity Examinations in Medicine propose to proceed to England and 
take mediccd degrees in that country. 

38. Dr. Smith, the Principal of the Collège, retumed from furlough 
in August 1872 ; Dr. Urquhart, Professer of Médical Jurisprudence, 
went home on furlough in July 1872, Assistant Surgeon Brockman 
being appointed to act in his room ; also Mr. King, Professor of Chemis- 
try, proceeded on furlough in November 1872, his duties being tempo- 
rarily assigned to Assistant Surgeon Macrae.

41. Considérable changes occurred in the staff during ihe year under 
review. Among other moves Major Rogers, who had been acting for 
Major Edgcome, was confirmed as Principal^ his predecessor electing to 
remain in connexion with the newly-established Civil Engineering 
Collège at Cooper's Hill. Formerly the military students were under 
the eontrol of a Serjeant Major, but it was found that the arrange- 
ment was not favorable to the préservation of discipline ; the post of 
Serjeant Major has been abolished, and the soldiers are now under the 
supervision of the senior military master. 

42. Last year there was no examination for Assistant Engineerships, 
as none of the members of the First Department had finished the Col- 
lège course. The members of the first division of the department are 
spoken highly of except as regards their drawing, in which they are 
declared to be far inferior to the members of the Second Department. 
The students in the second division are said to be of fair promise. 

43. The old arrangements in connexion with the Second Department 
hâve been greatly modified. Instead of 30 scholarships for soldier 
students, the number is now restricted to ten ; also, before joining the 
Collège, the men selected hâve to proceed to Bangalore and remain 
there for a year attached to a régiment and receiving spécial instruc- 
tion in the vemaculars. Beside scholarships for British soldiers, ten 
stipends are sanctioned for students from the Sappers and Miners and 
an equal number for East Indian and Native civil students. Formerly 
the members of the Second Department passed out as either Taluq Over- 
seers or Sub-Overseers; now the inferior grade of Sub-Overseers has 
been abolished, and the students must qualify as either Supervisors or 
Taluq Overseers. To obtain the former grade, a man must gain 60 
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per cent, of the aggregate marks at the final examination, and 35 per 
cent, of the marks in each subject ; for the latter grade a student must 
secure 4jO and 25 per cent, respectively. 

44. It is right to notice hère that Serjeant Stewart, the first among 
those that passsd ont from the Second Department of the Collège, 
acquitted himself remarkably well in almost every subject, and gained 
the largest aggregate of marks ever obtained at the institution. Under 
the new system he was awarded a Supervisor's certificate, the first, and 
as yet^the only one, issued. Now that Government are making strenuous 
efibrts to secure progress among the Mussulmans, it is satisfactory to 
hâve to record that the student who stood next to Serjeant Stewart 
was a young Mahomedan. 

45. It is to be regretted that too many of the students of the Collège 
hâve to be dismissed. 

IV. — COLLEGIATE AND HiGHER-ClASS ScHOOLS. 

46. The only Higher-Class institution in Ganjam is the Zillah School 

at Berhampore. This school made a gratifying 
advance last year, a sixth class being formed, and 
the other senior classes showing a considérable increase in numbers; 
aiso three out of the four pupils sent up to the Matriculation Exami- 
nation in December last pix)ved successful. The Inspector remarks 
that the Zillah School seems about "to occupy a more satisfactory posi- 
tion than it has donc hitherto." The chief deficiency of the scholars at 
inspection was in framing answers in English to the questions pro- 
posed ; and this is attributed to the fact that the teachers allow the 
boys, even in the more advanced classes, to give answers in the ver- 
nacular. In reviewing the state of the school in the Public Instruction 
Report for 1871-72, Colonel Macdonald dwelt upon the disadvantage 
at which the institution was placed by the removal of Berhampore 
from the list of University Examination centres. Under Government 
Order, No. 83, of the 14th March last, the Director of Public Instruction 
moved the Syndicate to re-include Berhampore in the number of 
examination stations, and the Syndicate sanctioned the measure. There 
are now at the Zillah School a Uriya Division of the second class 
containing 18 boys, and a Uriya first class of 15 pupils. Observing 
on the increased attendance of this section of the population, Mr. 
Bowers remarks : *' I need scarcely say that the cause of this influx of 
Uriyas is the permission given by Government to admit them at half 
the fées charged to Hindus." 
47. The district of Vizagapatam contains three schools reckoned in 

the Higher Class ; thèse are given in the subjoined 
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Schoolfl.

The Yizianagrum School stands at the head ; it has no class below a 
third, while in the Mission School one-third, and in the Hindu School 
one-half, of the attendance belong to the first and second classes. At 
inspection Mr. Kershaw was not altogether satisfîed with the state of 
the Vizianagrum School, but upon the whole it seems to hâve worked 
fairly. The Hindu School is stated to be improved. The chief blot 
in the Mission School is a very large percentage of absenteeism ; 
through the efforts of the managers the percentage has been redaced, 
but it stands in need of fiirther réduction. The school has the benefit 
of a good deal of the time and attention of two £\iropean missionaries. 

48. Up to the close of 1872 the Provincial School of Rajahmundry 

was practically only of the zillah grade, the 
instruction given being limited to the Matricula- 
tion standard. This institution has been peculiarly unfortunate in 
being lefb without a permanent head master for considérable intervais 
of time. In November 1872 Mr. Metcalfe, a Cambridge graduate, who 
had secured several University distinctions, and who had acquired 
expérience as a teacher, arrived under the orders of the Secretary of 
State for India, and took charge of the institution ; in the beginning of 
1873 a small collegiate class of four students was formed. The Inspec- 
ter remarks that it will be no easy task to raise the school to the 
Provincial standard; he*even goes so far as to speculate upon the 
possibility of its being found necessary to remove the Provincial School 
to another locality. Mr. Bowers considers the Telugus of the Northern 
Circars to be apathetic and slow of intellect, and he brings forward 
facts in support of his unfavorable view. It is to be hoped that the 
Inspecteras fears will not be realized ; and it is to be remembered that, 
though the Tandis are perhaps more aciite and more eager afler 
knowledge, the Telugus are believed by many to possess a more manly 
and self-reliant character. Abeady considérable improvement, though 
not equal to that in Tamil Districts^ has taken place in the Northern 
Division. During 1872 the school was under the management of 
Mr. Cupuswami Sastri, the permanent second master, and it is credit- 
able to him that seven of his pupils were successful at the Matricula- 
tion Examination. The Inspecter reports that the scholars showed 
themselves déficient in the power of constructing English sentences in 
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easy and natural language. On tbe 31st of March last the number of 
pupils on the roU stood at 219 against 193 in 1871-72 ; also the sixth 
or Matriculation class contained 24 boys. 

49. Besides the Provincial School at Rajahmundry, the Godavery 
District contains three institutions of the higher dass^ in connexion 
with 'çvhich the following table is given : —

The Ellore Mission School contains a Mahomedan as well as a Hindu 
branch ; at inspection the results afforded by the latter were satisfac- 
tory, but the Mahomedan branch did not do so welL During the 
year the school lost its head master, the Bev. Mr. Arden, under 
whom it had made a decided advance. A fialling oS in the work of the 
school appears to hâve occurred, as only a single pupil passed the 
Matriculation Examination in 1872, while five were successful in the 
préviens year. It is to be observed that, when the Government School 
at Ellore was closed, the Mission engaged to do their best to keep 
iheir school up to the Matriculation standard. The Cocanada School 

was found at inspection to hâve deteriorated, and the arrangements 
of the classes were very injudicious ; the managers of the school hâve 
now modified the arrangements in accordance with the advice which 
wafi given them. The results afforded at the Matriculation Exami- 
nation were moderately good. The Nursapur School was very favor- 
ably reported on ; and the head master, K. Krishnamurti, was described 
as '' diligent, painstaking, methodical in his habits, and devoted to his 
work." The school passed a fair number of pupils at Matriculation, 
which is the more creditable to the head master, seeing that he has 
to give a considérable share of his time and attention to the normal 
class attached to the institution. 

50. The Kistna District contains two Higher-Class Schools, both at 

Masulipatam. The Noble Mémorial Institution, 
maintained by the Church Missionary Society, 
has^ for some time past, aimed at educating up to the First Arts stand- 
ard, and may be ranked among collegiate institutions; at the same 
time the amount of collegiate work actually performed has been very 
limited, and has fluctuated from year to year. Five students appeared 
at the late First Arts Examination, but aU were unsuccessful ; the 
number of pupils in the collegiate classes on tJie 31st March last waâ 23» 
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The subjoined table affords certain statistics for the two sehools, the 
Hindu and the Mission, for the purpose of forming a comparison : —

At inspection the Mission School was found weak in Arithmetic, and 
the Euclid and Algebra of the higher classes were unsatisfactory. 
In 1869 a building grant of Ilupees 7,000 was sanctioned for this school, 
and in due course the money was paîd. Last year, upon a représen- 
tation from the Mission that the expenditure upon the school-house 
had lai'gely exceeded the original estimate, and had in fact amounted 
to upwards of Rupees 28,000, Government were pleased to sanction 
an additional building grant of Rupees 3,000, thus ndsing the total 
aid to Rupees 10,000. The Rev. Mr. Sharp has resumed charge 
of the school. The Hindu School, as observed by Mr. Bowers, has, 
among other merits, that of economy, the annual cost of îts teaching 
staff being only Rupees 3,420, while that of the Mission School, 
including the collegiate department, is Rupees 10,640. The answer- 
ing at inspection was very fair ; and the head master, T. Streenevasa 
Charri, is reported on very favorably. It will be observed that in 
the case of each school the success at the Matriculation Examination 
was precisely the same for last year as for 1871-72. 

51. In the District of Bellary there are two schools of the Higher 

Class, one of them, the Bellary Provincial School, 

^ ' being intended to edacate up to the First Arts 

standard. This institution has been under the management of Mr. 
P. Runganadum Mudali, Assistant Professer in the Presidency CoUege, 
since the middle of 1872, the permanent head master, Mr. Kershaw, 
being temporarily employed as an Inspecter of Schools. On the Slst 
March the Provincial School contained 16 students in the collège 
department and 215 in the school classes, 59 being in the Matricula- 
tion Œass. The collège department has been very unsuccessful of 
late; in 1870-71 no pupil passed the First Arts Examination ; in 
1871-72 five students underwent examination, but one alone was suc- 
cessful ; last year, owing to the non-existence of an eighth class, no 
pupils attended the examination. Frobably the changes in the head 
mastership, which hâve been rather numerous, hâve donc harm ; also 
the railway between Bellary and Madras may hâve led the most promis- 
ing youths to come to Madras to read in a completely-organized collège 
for the First Arts Examination. At the Matriculation Examination 
a falling off occurred last year ; while 21 boys passed in 1871-72, only 
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12 were successful in 1872-73. The Inspector found the English of 
the fifth class defective ; also it appeared that sufficient paper-work 
had not been given to that class. In other respects the results of 
inspection were fSair. The Wardlaw Institution, maîntained at Bellary 
by the London Mission Society, has undoubtedly made an advance. 
It passed five pupils at the late Matriculation Examination, against 
one in 1871-72 ; and at the close of last year there were 304 boys on 
the roll, with 18 in the Matriculation Class. The answering at inspec- 
tion waa moderately good upon the whole. 

52. The Kumool Zillah School is the only one of its grade in the 

coUectorate, and has had many difficulties to 
contend against, the chief being (1) the generally 
backward state of that portion of the Presidency, which even now 
possesses no efficient Middle-Class Schools to act as feeders to the 
Zillah School ; and (2) the changes which hâve taken place among the 
teachers. The report of the late Acting Inspector was pretty &vora- 
ble to the classes, with the exception of the sixth or highest ; in regard 
to this class it seems likely that Mr. Boyle took a somewhat too 
unfavorable view, as three out of the six boys constituting the class 
passed the Matriculation Examination of December 1872. In the 
previous year two pupils were successful. No doubt the school 
appears to disadvantage when compared with several of the Govern- 
ment schools of its class, but it has made some advance during the 
last two years. At the close of 1872-73, there were 123 boys on the 
roll, and the Matriculation Class was 12 strong. It may be observed 
that there is considérable difficulty in securing efficient teachers for 
the Zillah. School owing to the dislike which is entertained to résidence 
at Kumool. 

53. The Zillah School at Cuddapah is the only Higher-Class Insti- 

tution in the district. The late head master, 
^ ' Mr. Taylor, worked zealously to improve the 

institution, and his efforts were attended with much success. At the 
last Matriculation Examination eight pupils were successful; this 
resuit is creditable, and nearly agrées with that in 1871-72, when nine 
passed. At inspection the answering was generally fair, but a marked 
deficiency was found to exist in Arithmetic ; the percentage of absen- 
tées was considerably too high. The late head master, who was much 
respected and liked at Cuddapah, has taken the appointment of tutor 
to the minor Zemindar of Purla Kimedy in Ganjam; already the 
school shows indications of the loss it suffered in his departure. The 
school-house has been a source of trouble ever since its érection some 
ten years ago. The original estimate amounted to Rupees 4,810 ; this 
was raised by two supplemental estimâtes, so that the actual cost of 
the buUding was Rupees 10,583. Up to 1872 Rupees 6,418 was 
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spent on repairs; and now Rupees 2,300 bas been sanctioned fbr 
additipnal repairs. Other cases of very beavy building expenditure 
hâve occurred in the Educational Department^ but none so flagrant as 
ihat of tbe Cuddapah School-bouse, which is a plain structure not 
capable of accommodating more than some 200 scholars. 

54. The Free Church of Scotland's Mission School at Nellore is the 

only Higher-Class School in the district ; it has 
made very satisfactory progress under its présent' 

head master, the Rev. Mr. McMiUan. In Dècember last seven 
pupils passed the Matriculation Examination according to the XJniver- 
sity lijst ; but from the Inspector's report it would appear that the 
school is entitled to take crédit for the success of an additional candi- 
date. In 1871-72 eight pupils were successfuL At inspection the 
senior class got low marks in English^ but answered remarkably well 
în Ârithmetic and Euclid. Some of the junior classes were weak in- 
Arithmetic, Géography, and Spelling. On the 31st March last there were 
298 boys on the roU, and the Matriculation Clàss contained 21 pupils. 

55. Beside the school departments of the three coUegiate institutions- 

— the Presidency Collège, the Central Institution of 
the Free Church of Scotland, and the Doveton. 

Protestant Collège — Hie aggregate cost of which is retumed at Rupees 
61,234, and which passed 75 pupils at the Matriculation Examination 
in Dècember 1872, thefoUowing eleven schools wilhin the limits of 
the Madras Municipality belonged last year to the Higher Class. Now 
the Madrasa-i-Azam has ceased to rank in that class, its fifth and^ 
sixth classes having, by order of Government, been transferred to the 
Presidency Collège. It will be seen that ail the schools taken together. 
passed 68 pupils at Matriculation against 54 in 1871-72.

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The réduction of the Madrasa from a Higher to a Middle Claas School 
was made in accordanoe with a recommendation from Lieutenant- 
Colonel Macdonald, Acting Director of Public Instruction^ who 
expressed himself in the foUowing terms [in a letter to Qovemment :— 
" There are obvions reasons which render it necessary that Mahomedans 
should be taught in separate schools and classes up to a certain point, as 
there is much which can oûly be leamed and explained through the 
médium of the veînacular ; but when they pass under the charge of 
European and East Indian masters, and reçoive ail instruction through 
the médium of English, théy rather gain than lose by being associated 
vrith Hindu boys in their studies." The school had very fair success 
at the last Matriculation Examination ; out of eight pupils who were 
examined, five passed. For the last seven years the aggregate number of 
passed scholars is 27, consequently the resuit for 1872-73 is above the 
average. Before the close of 1872 Mr. Fowler inspected the Madrasa 
in order that its condition, when about to cesse to rank as a Zillah 
School, might be placed on record. He reported that he was com« 
pelled to come to the conclusion that the teaching of the higher classes 
had been loose and inexact, and that the periodical examinations had 
not served as an efficient check upon the working of the classes. In 
reviewing the Inspector's report the following observations were 
made : — " The Director fears that Mr, Fowler's conclusion is correct, 
and that much remains to be done to put the Madrasa in a thoroughly 
satisfactory state. At the same time, taking a retrospect of the last 
twelve or fourteen years, the Director feels that the work of the school 
has been attended with very considérable advantages, notwithstanding 
the shortcomings of the institution. The school, it must be remembered, 
has had to contend with varions obstacles ; and perhaps it is not wrong 
to say that the shortcominirs of the Madrasa hâve been rendered more 
glarii, »a, „ it were. ,^ted iy tte ™pid pn.g™. which h» 
been made in the éducation of the Hindus. The Director considers it 
due to Mr. Joyes to place the foregoing views on record ; although the 
deficiencies of the Madrasa cannot be denied^ the head master has 
undoubtedly worked with zeal and dévotion for a number of years, 
and has smoothed the way for the further educational advancement of 
the Mussulman community of Madras." Facheappah's High School 
has generally had a very fair measure of success at the Matriculation 
Examination ; but in December last its success was greater than usual» 
as it passed no fewer than 20 pupils, or nearly 59 per cent: of the num- 
ber sent in. In reporting the results of his examination, the Inspector 
complained of laxness of discipline and inefficiency of teaching ; and 
he considered that the defects arose, to a great extent^ from the classes 
being shut up in separate rooms^ ^so thaji the gênerai supervision of 
them was a matter of difficulty. As the structure of the school-house 
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iB, without doubty imfftvorable to superintendence, the only remedy 
seems to be to bave regular and careful examinations of tbe classes. 
The cost of tbe scbool is very bigb, tbe amount eontributed by Gov- 
erninent in tbe way of grants being per scbolar actually larger tban 
tbe amount expended in certain of tbe Zillab Scbools maintained by 
QoTemment. Bisbop Corrie's Grammar Scbool gave generally fair 
résulta at inspection^ tbe cbief exception being in respect to tbe 
aritbmetic of tbe fourtb dass, wbicb was unsatisfactory. Tbe number 
of boys passed at tbe Ifatricolation Examination last year, wbicb was 
nearly tbe same as in 1871-72, may be regarded as creditable. Tbe 
Inspector speaks very &vorably of tbe order wbicb prevailed tbrougb* 
eut tbe classes wben be visited tbe institution. The cost of tbe 
scbool is decidedly bigb, taking into account tbe limited number of 
boys under instruction. Tbe Hindu Proprietary Scbool bas a some- 
wbat larger number of scbolars tban Bisbop Corrie's, passed ail but as 
many at tbe last Matriculation Examination, and costs only one-balf 
wbat tbe latter does. In connexion witb tbe second point of com- 
parison, it may be observed tbat tbe Hindu Scbool bad 30 of its pupils 
tested at tbe Matriculation Examination, 20 baving been approved by 
tbe bead master ; in tbese circumstances tbe success of only six seems 
to indicate tbat tbere was a want of judgment sbown in tbe formation 
of tbe Matriculation Class. Tbe marks obtained at tbe Inspector's 
viva voce examination were generally faû*, but tbe marks secured in 
tbe vemaculars were not as bigh as tbey sbould bave been. Tbe 
directors are désirons of erecting a building ; but it is questionable if 
a Gk>venmient grant sbould b^given for tbe purpose at présent^ seeing 
tbat tbe attendance of tbe scbolars is so limited tbat tbe bo3rB migbt 
be absorbed by otber scbools in Madras without difficulty. Wben tbe 
Proprietary Scbool was started, it was anticipated tbat its sbares 
would be speedily taken up by persons in the bigber ranks of tbe 
Hindu community, and tbat tbe scbool would bave a good attendance ; 
neither anticipation can be said to bave been fulfilled. Saint Mary's 
Seminary obtained but little success at tbe Matriculation Examination, 
passing only two out of a class of 13 pupils. Tbis unfavorable resuit 
was in barmony witb tbe impression produced upon Mr. Fowler wben 
be listened to tbe teaching of tbe senior class ; at tbe s«ne time tbe 
results of tbe Inspector's examination were in gênerai pretty satis* 
&ctoTy. In tbe coui-se of the year, upon an appeai from Dr. 
Fennelly, tbe aid given to tbis scbool and some otber Roman Catbolic 
institutions was sligbtly increased, a sufficiently strong case baving 
been made out in their ùlvot. Tbe S. P. G. Seminary at Sullivan's 
Oardens is an exceptional institutioD. It is intended to afibrd tbeological 
instruction to a certain number of young men, and is conneoted witb 
tbis department only in conséquence of its preparing some of the stud* 
ents for the lower University Examinotions. It would appear tbat its 
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"work in this direction is less than it was formerly. The Church of 
Scotland's Mission School continues under îts présent head master^ Mr, 
Sinclair, to rise from its former state of dépression. The number of 
successful pupils at the Matriculation Examination was twice that 
for 1871-72. The Inspector says, however, that there are msmj 
things calling for improvement, such as indiffèrent reading, poor 
translation, and imperfect knowledge of grammatical construction* 
The vemacular classes acquitted themselves better than formerly. 
The London Mission School was inspected, not during last ofBcial 
year, but after its -«lose, and the results had not been fally made np 
when Mr. Fowler sent in his annual report ; the Inspector observes 
that, so far as he had gone, the results were not satisfieuîtory, either ia 
the case of his own examination or in that of the Deputy Inspector. 
The number of pupils passed at Matricula;tion in 1872 is above the 
average afforded by the last seven years, during which 28 boys were 
successfiil. As in the case of the last-named institution, the Inspector 
was not able to examine the S. F. G. School at Yopery within 1872-73. 
The success of the school at the Matriculation Examination was 
decidedly creditable. The Wesleyan Mission Boys' School at Roya- 
pettah fell for some years considerably below the position it once 
occupied ; it appears, however, both &om the results at inspection and 
from the improved management of the school, that the institution is 
in a fair way to recover its former standing. The présent head 
master is stated to he devoted to his worJc. St. Francis Xavier's 
School at St. Thomé, to which the manager gives the ambitious 
désignation of collège, can scarcely establish its claim to rank as a 
Higher-Class School. The anticipations of the manager, when he 
fiought a grant for the new building, do not seem likely to be realized. 



56. In 1870-71 the Sydapet High School passed 12 boys«at Matricu- 
lation ; the ^following year the number fell by 
ingieput, one-half, and this year it has again fallen to 

exactly the same extent. At inspection the results were unsatisfactory 

in se veral subjects, and 
the mistakes made by 
the fifth class in Euclid 
were highly discredit- 
able; in the vemacu- 
lars, however, im- 
provement had been 
made. It is to be 
hoped that this in- 
stitution, which held

the first place among the old Rate Schools^ will not be allowed to 
décline now that it is placed under the management of the Local 
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Fond Board. Pacheappah's Branch School and that of the Free Church 
X)f Scotland at Conjeveram were not inspected in either 1871-72 or 
1872-73 ; Mr. Fowler bas been requested to examine and report upon 
both institutions as early as possible. Pacheappah's School retains its 
superiority as to attendance ; in regard to results of the Matricu- 
lation Examination^ both schools are on a level. It bas' often been 
remarked that boys are admitted into Matriculation Classes without 
a sufBcient testing of their attainments ; in connexion with this point it 
may be observed that the threeHigher-CIass Schools above noticed had 
among them on the 31st March last no fewer than 60 youths in their 
Matriculation Classes, while in December last only 11 of their pupils 
isucceeded in matriculating. A building grant of Bupees 4,346 odd was 
sanctioned for Pacheappah's School fit Conjeveram in 1870 ; but, owing 
to the fa.ulty construction of the building, it has been decided by 
Qovemment that the amount to be paid to the managers of the school 
is not to be the above sum, but a moiety of the calculated value of the 
School-house. 

57. The district of South Arcot contains the 
under-mentioned Higher-Class Schools : —

The Cnddalore Zillah School has remained in a depressed condition 
for several years^ although changes hâve been made among the masters 
"with a view of rendering it more efficient, and enabling it to take the 
position it ought to hold. During the last seven years it has passed 
only 12 pupils at Matriculation. The senior class answered pretty 
fairly at inspection, and gave Mr. Fowler reason to hope that the resuit 
at the Matriculation Examination next December may prove bett-er 
than any during the past seven years. Pacheappah's Branch School at 
Chedambaram is reported on unfavorably ; the Inspector's remarks are 
as foUow : — " The results of the gênerai examination cannot be regarded 
assatisfactory; those in Tamit appear to be exceptionaUy bad/' The 
school pajssed three pupils at Matriculation, a pretty fair resuit* St. 
Joseph's Institution has been ranked for some time in the higher 
class ; but, as it has not passed a single pupil during the last two 
years, it has forfeited its claim tp such a position. The Inspector^ in 
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fais annual repart, makes some just remarks upon the waste of money 
involved in aUowing two schools at Cuddalore to attempt the work 
of educating/up to the Matriculation standard; the aggregate of the 
pnpils in both the Zillah School and St. Joseph's Institution attempt- 
ing to read for the examination is only 15, a number not sufficient to 
form a well-filled dass. I purpose calling upon the Principal of the 
latter school to abolish his Matriculation Class ; if he déclines, the grant 
now issued to the teacher of that dass will be withdrawn. 

58. The Chittore Zillah School, which is the only Higher-Class Insti- 

tution in North Arcot, has always stood very high 
among the schools of its grade ; during the past 
year the head master^ C. Tiruvengada Naidoo, to whose exertions the 
Bchocd mainly owes its creditable position, appears to hâve managed it 
Tery effidently. Out of 16 pupils sent up to the late Matriculation 
Examination, 14 were successfiil; this resuit cannot be regarded 
totherwise than as eminently satisfisustoiy. The answering at inspection 
was generally very fair ; in some cases, ho wever it was found that the 
echolats irere not accustomed to work Anthmetic questions involving 
thought, but were exercised merely in the performance of mechanical 
opérations. Seing as it were in a border district, the school is attended 
by both Tamils and Telugus; the Inspecter notes that the former 
acquitted themselves better than the latter at his examination. In too 
many institutions the scholars are in the habit of entering their notes» 
not in a separate note-book, but on the pages of their text-books ; this 
mischievous practice was found to prevail in some of the classes of the 
Zillah School to an excessive extent, rendering it impracticable for 
either the master or the Inspector to ascertain the amount of knowledge 
really possessed by the pupils. Steps hâve been taken to put a stop to 
the evil. The school has completely recovered firom the temporary 
falling off in attendance, due to the introduction of the increased scale 
of fées ; the numbers stood at 356 on the 31st March last. 

59. The district of Salem has but one school of the Higher Class, 
^^. viz., the Zillah School in the town of Salem. In 

1871, 18 pupils went up to Matriculation and six 
passed ; last year 17 attended the examination and seven were successful. 
The proportion of feilures is unsatirfactory, and implies that boys were 
admitted into the senior dass without sufficient discrimination ; still 
the number of passed scholars, compared with those for other schools 
t>f the same grade, is pretty fair. The results at inspection were of a 
diequered character, a good many defidencies showing themselves ; one 
complaint made by the Inspector is that the boys when examined 
vivd voce did not appear to understand thorougfaly the Geometricid 
ifigores drawn by them on the black-board. The discipline of the 
Bchod is reported on most favorably, At the conunencement of 1873 
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Schools.

the lowest class was aboliahed, and a second division of the flfth or 
Preparatory Matriculation Class was formed ; this move accounts for a 
decrease in the attendance from 353 in 1871-72 to 320 in 1872-73. 

60. In the district of Trichinopoly there were doring 1872 two schools 

„ . . . , ranked in the Hiirher Class : 

but as a collegiate départ- 
ment has again been form- 
ed in the Gospel Society's 
High School, this institua- 
tion will hereafter rank as 
a collegiate school. The 
High School owes its pré- 
sent creditable position 
mainly to the exertions of Mr. Margoschis, the intelligent and hard- 
working head master. The success of the school at the late Matrica- 
lation Examination was remarkably great ; and, beside the large number 
of passed pupUs noted in the table above, it appears that the institution 
maytako crédit for two more. The residts at inspection were not 
satisfactory in some subjects ; possibly the deficiencies may in part be 
attributable to the prevalence of dengue, to which cause was due the 
large percentage of absentées at the time of the Inspector's visit. The 
High School is honorably distinguished from most other Anglo-Yemacu- 
lar institutions by the attention which the scholars are made to pay to 
the vemaculars. Hitherto the classes hâve had but poor accommoda- 
tion ; now, however, the society hâve purchased promises, which they 
propose^ to alter and improve. A Government grant of Rupees 7,350 
has been sanctioned to assist in the work of providing a good school- 
house. The Wesleyan Mission School^ though ranked in the same class 
with the Gospel Society's High School, is in every way &r inferior to 
the latter. The senior classes are very weak numerically, and only four 
boys hâve matriculated from the school in the last three years. The 
Inspecter thinks it would be well for the managers to limit the standard 
of the institution. The results at inspection were moderato upon 
the whole.

61. In the district of Tanjore, beside the Provincial Collège at 

Combaconum noticed elsewhere, there are as many 
as six Higher-Class Schools, two of which had 
collegiate classes ou the Slst March last ; of the two, only St. Joseph's 
Collège at Negapatam passed pupik at the First Arts Examination in 
December 1872, and the number of its successfiil candidates did not 
exceed two. The numerical strength of the collegiate classes at the 
close of last year was 28 at the S. P. Q. High School, Taiyore, and 10 
at St. Joseph's Collège.

The S. P. G. High School, Tanjore, is the most important private- 
school in the 4th Division, and stands not far from the head of the 
private institutions of the Presidency ; this honorable position is mainly 
due to the exertions of its Principal, Mr. Marsh. The results at inspec- 
tion were for the most part fair ; but, owing to injudicious promotions 
made during Mr. Marsh's absence on leave, there were found great 
inequalities among the boys of certain classes, and some of the pupils 
failed decidedly. St. Joseph's CoUege at Negapatam has a strong staff 
of European teachers, and possesses extensive accommodation for the 
boarders and other pupils. The work of the institution appears to be 
carried on with energy, and considérable progress has been made ; still 
the collegiate classes are very thinly attended, and there does not seem 
to be much prospect of improvement in this respect. The Inspector's 
report upon the classes is moderately favorable. In 1869-70 a building 
grant of Bupees 6,500 was issued to the Collège ; last year^ upon an 
appeal &om the managers, Government were pleased to sanction a sup- 
plementary grant of Bupees 2,750. The Wesleyan Mission School at 
Negapatam is considerably inferior to the Roman Catholic Collège, and 
appears to hâve declined with the advance of the latter. The results 
at inspection were fair upon the whole. As Mr. Bradshaw remarks, it 
is unsatisfactory to hâve two Higher-Class Schools in a town like 
Negapatam, but the origin of the evil lies in the différence of the reli-' 
gions to which the supporters of the schools belong. Moreover it is to 
be recoUected that St. Joseph's Collège was intended, not merely for the 
Roman Catholics of Negapatam or even the Tanjore District, but for 
those of the south Tamil country generally. The Wesleyan Mission 
School at Manargoody is making fidr progress ; but, when visited by the 
Inspector, the classification of the pupils was found defective. The 
Lutheran Mission School at Tranquebar has fallen off in attendance> 
owing to the opening of another school imder native management. 
This institution scarcely merits a place in the Higher Class. The In- 
specter remarks that one good school of that class might be maintained 
at Tranquebar, but that at présent the material is divided between the* 
S. P. Q. School at Porreiyur and the Lutheran Mission School. Th& 
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Vediarpuram Seminary is included among Higher-OasiS Schools; but it 
bas been suggested to the Gospel Society that the work of the institu- 
tion should be lestricted^ and that it should hereafter be mnked in the 
Middle Class. The character of the Seminary and its site both stand 
in the way of its becoming a well-developed Higher-Class SchooL The 
cost of the institution is very high ; but the work done, judged by the 
results at inspection and those at the Matriculation Ëxamination, is 
poor. 

62. The ZiUah School at Madura, which is the only institution of its 
j^adura grade in the district, shows a large diminution in 

the attendance of the junibr classes; but the 
Acting Inspector considers that the school-house is not capable of 
accommodating comfortably more than about the présent number of 
scholars, 191. The classes, which do not descend below the third in 
the Zillah School scheme, answered satisfactorily in gênerai at inspec- 
tion ; and the resuit at the Matriculation Examination in December 1872 
was decidedly creditable, 13 of the boys who went up directly from the 
school proving successful, and two of the number obtaining places in the 
first class. At the close of the year there were 34 pupils in the Matri- 
culation Class. It may be mentioned that the diminution in numbers 
seems to hâve arisen from the rivalry of other institutions at which 
lower fées are charged. One of thèse schools sought large additions to 
its grants in order to work up to the Matriculation standard. But^ as 
the Zillah School is at présent capable of meeting the real demand 
existing for higber instruction^ the grants sought were not sanctioned. 
The tendency on the part of managers of Middle-Class Schools to extend 
their curriculum and push their institutions into a higber grade, 
requires to be carefuUy watched in order to prevent a wasteful expendi- 
ture of public funds. The sum realized in fées at the Zillah School in 
1872-73 exceeded a moiety of the cost of the institution. 

63. In Tinnevelly no Govemment institutions either of the higher 
_ or any other class hâve been established, and the 

only school which will be noticed hère is the 
Hindu Anglo-Vemacular one in the town of Tinnevelly ; the Church 
Mission Institution at Falamcottah and the Gospel Society 's Seminary 
at Sawyerpuram being left to be reviewed elsewhere. The Hindu 
School is entirely under native management, and is condncted with 
considérable efficiency. The results of the Inspector's examination 
were generaUy satisfactory ; and at the Matriculation Examination in 
December 1872, as in that of the préviens year, five of the pupils were 
successful. On the 31st March last, the school contained 239 boys, of 
whom 21 were in the Matriculation Gass« It is a gratifying feature in 
this school that the sum realized in fées amounts to more than half the 
cost of the institution. 

6 
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64. The High School at Coimbatore is the *only institution of its 
. grade in the district ; it may be said to owe its 

existence to Mr. Thomas, a former Collector, and 
its successful working is due, in a great measure, to the watchful super- 
intendence of Mr. R. Stanes, Secretary to the Committee of Manage- 
ment. The fées coUected exceed half the cost of the schooL The 
answering at inspection was fiiir except in Geography, in which subject 
there was a gênerai failure. At the last Matriculation Examination 12 
pupils were successful against four in 1871-72 ; this resuit is creditable 
to the head master, Mr. Kenny. At the close of last year there were 
391 boys on the roU, and the Matriculation Class contained 29 pupils. 

65. Malabar possesses three Higher-Class Institutions — ^the Provincial 
Malabab. School at Calicut, the Zillah School at Tellicherry, 

^"^'^c^ic^t"^^ ^-^ and the Palghaut Union SchooL The first-named 
Masters.. 10 has a coUegiate department, which at the close 

CoUege De^iTtiaent. 32 ^^ 1872-73 cont«.ined a seventh class with 19, and 
School do. 211 an eîghth class with 13 students ; there were 211 
pupils in the school department, 50 belonging to the Matriculation 
Class. The lowest classes hâve been abolished, as there are other schools 
which will suffice to impart elementary instruction. In December last 
four pupils passed the F.A. Examination against six in the previous 
year, andat Matriculation 28 boys were successful against 15in 1871-72. 
The former resuit is no doubt very moderate, but time must be given 
to the Provincial School to enable it to send out annually a fair number 
of successful F. A. candidates ; the resuit at Matriculation is very 
creditable, and places the school fourth in the Presidency so far as that 
examination is concemed. On the whole Mr. Barrow and his senior 
assistants must hâve worked well in the year under review, At 
inspection it appeared that sufficient supervision had not been ezercised 
over the lower classes, and the instruction given in Malayalum was 
still unsatisfactory ; a new time-table has been made out for the school, 
which, it is expected, will improve the working of the junior classes. 
The teaching staff has been greatly strengthened, no fewer than three 
of the assistant masterships being held by Bachelors of Arts ; the 
Inspector, however, thinks that two of the junior masters should be 
replaced by more compétent men. Till March 1872 Brennen's School 
at Tellicherry was under the management of the Bâsle Mission^ which, 
beside having the use of the school-house built partly with fiinds left 
by Mr. Brennen, and receivingthe proceeds of the endowment foimded 
by that gentleman, drew certain grants from Government under the 
ordinary rules. The mission then retired from the management of 
the school, which was re-opencd in June as a Government institution 
of the zillah grade, the head master, Mr. Thomas, and others of the 
teachers being transferred from the Cannanore Normal School. The 
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staff at Tellicherry is apparently a sirong one ; and, with proper 
management, there seems no reason why the Brennen School should 
not proye successful as a Government institution. At the same time 
the proximity of Tellicherry to Calicut manifestly involves the danger 
of the pupils leaving the Zillah School for the Provincial if the instruc- 
tion at the former is not efficient. When the school was inspected in 
November 1872, it was working tolerably satisfeu^torlly ;but Mr. Garth- 
waite considered that doser supervision of the junior classes was 
required on the part of the head master. On the 31st March last there 
were 188 pupils on the roU, and the Matriculation Class was 16 strong. 
The Falghaat School, which had previously not established itself in a 
secure position among Higher-Cla&s Institutions, acquitted itself with 
decided crédit at the last Matriculation Examination, passing seven 
pupils, of whom two were placed in the first class. At the close of 
1872-73 the scholars on the roU numbered 163, and there was a Matricu- 
lation Class of 23; the lowest two classes hâve been abolished, but sys- 
tematic arrangements|^have not been made to secure the school being 
fed by the lower Union Schools. Mr. Garthwaite remarks that the 
head master, Mr. Elsworthy, is a painstaking man^ and has been imi- 
formly successful as a teacher ; but that, to ensure the efficiency of the 
school, one or two superior assistants should be employed. A new 
school-house is urgently required. 

66. In the course of last year, on Mr. Bradshaw's being appointed to 
South Canara. ^^ ^^ Inspecter of Schools for the 4th Division, 

^^^**^^^^^^* Mr. Moss, the head of the Vizagapatam Normal 
Maaters. . . . 10 School, was placed in temporary charge of Manga- 
CollegeD^SS^ent. 19 lore Provincial School. Mr. Moss has introduced 
Junior do. 226 an improved time-table, and is carrying out a 
System of periodical examinations of the junior classes, a measure of 
the greatest importance ; attention is also being paid to the discipline 
of the school, which was found to stand in need of improvement. In 
December last four students passed the F.A. and 15 the Matriculation 
Examination, two of the latter being placed in the first class ; in the 
préviens year no pupîl passed the F.A. test, as there was no class of 
the necessary standing, and 19 were successful at Matriculation, one 
securing a place in the first class. At the close of last year there were 
19 students in the collège department and 225 in the school classes ; 
at the same time it is to be noticed that, as at Calicut and elsewhere, 
the lowest two classes hâve been abolished. 

67. Afew remarks may hère find place in connexion with the 
General remarkê on charactcr and cflects of CoUegiate and Higher- 

Siffher-cioêB éducation, School éducation in this Presidency. In the 
Public Instruction Report for last year Colonel Macdonald makes the 
foUowing among other observations on the subject : — '^ Even hostile 
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criticism can, however, hardly deny that in this Fresidency at least 
educated Hindus are fiUing important oi&ces around ns in an honorable 
and creditable manner ; tbat a higher tone is being difiused by them 
throngh tbe ptiblic service ; that^ in integrity and truthf ubiess, they 
stand immeasnrably above the men of the past génération ; that many 
of them are striving with success to diffuse the blessings of éducation 
among their cotmtrymen ; and that the number of educated Hindus 
who can be pointed to as having brought dishonor on the training 
which they bave received is singularly small." If the late Acting 
Director's statement is accepted, as I believe it will be, by ail whose 
expérience entitles them to form a judgment on the matter, there can 
be no question as to the effect of the instruction given being largely 
bénéficiai. This does not preclude the probability of there being 
several serions defects in the présent System of éducation ; that there 
are such defects must be acknowledged, and it remains for us to 
endeavour to remove them. In this work, however, the University 
must take a leading part, or even initiate the changes considered 
désirable ; owing to the vast influence that body exercises, it is practi- 
cally useless to teach subjects which the University does not demand 
a knowledge of at its examinations, and even the mode of teaching in 
Collèges and Schools will very much dépend upon the character of the 
questions proposed by the University examiners. 

68, It is unquestionable that everywhere the old curriculum of 
studies will hâve to make room for some new subjects calculated to 
give a wider and a clearer view of nature and her laws, and to draw 
forth the powers of observation imjlanted in man, but hitherto left 
undeveloped in most coimtries, and especially in India. It must be 
recoUected, however, that the time for study is limited^ while the new 
branches of knowledge claiming attention are more than one or two ; 
it is a matter of difficulty to see (1) what subjects should be intro- 
duced as important in themselves, and as aflbrding the mental discip- 
line which is desired, and (2) how the présent course should be 
altered so as to affbrd room for the introduction of the new studies. 
Ere very long it is highly probable that ordinary éducation will bave 
to embrace such subjects as a gênerai knowledge of man's &ame and 
constitution, the éléments of physics, the leading principles of law and 
govemment, the principles of political economy, the éléments of music, 
including singing, &c. But, before thèse subjects become part of 
the ordinary curriculum of a school, a considérable révolution will 
hâve to take place ; and, no doubt, the leading iàeas connected with 
the varions subjects will first be difiused in an unconnected and 
unscientific manner through the upper classes of the community. 

69. I am inclined to think that at présent, instead of introducing 
observational or expérimental science into the ordinary school course. 
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a, begiiining should be made by modifying the F.A. and B.A. courses, 
aud'makingtlieininclude, as essentialandnotmerelj optional subjects, 
some branches of observational or expérimental science. Afîber expé- 
rience bas been gained in dealing with the higher tests, the action 
taken with regard to them may be extended to the Matriculation 
Examination and the ordinary school course. By sach a procédure, 
beside other advantages, we should hâve comparatively little difficulty 
in securing teachers compétent to give instruction in the new subject», 
whereas, if new requirements were to be introduced in connexion with 
the school course, it would be impossible to supply the demand for 
qualified teachers under the new System. 

70. Tuming firom the subjects of study to the mode in which they 
are taught, it seems clear that the character ofthe examination to 
which the students are subjected will go far to fix the style in which 
they will gather up their knowledge. In language especially care 
must be taken to prevent superficial knowledge and memory carrying 
off the crédit which should pertain to thorough compréhension and 
reflection. But, as I hâve already observed, the teachers and the 
taught are sure to follow the requirements of the XJniversity Examina* 
tions, and by a judicious style of examining, the evil of cramming may 
be checked, and the reflective faculties of the students encouraged» I 
may mention, in illustration of the paramount influence of the Univer- 
sity,that the officers ofthe department foundit impracticable to secure 
the effective study ofelementary mechanicalprinciples in school classes^ 
although such study was prescribed for Gbvemment schools, simply 
because the knowledge would not ''tell" in the Matriculation Exami- 
nation. So also in the case of handwriting, which generally is very 
poor indeed, and in many instances perfectly disgraceful, departmental 
injunctions hâve been repeatedly promulgated ; but, as no action has 
been taken by fche University to encourage good handwriting^ the 
injunctions hâve been without effect. I brought the subject before 
the University authorities, in the hope that they would agrée to some 
measure that would make handwriting *' tell" in the Matriculation 
Examination, but they were opposed to the adoption of any such 
measure. The point seems to me of so great importance that I pur- 
pose to bring the question again before the University authorities. 

V.— Middle-Class Schools. 

71. In aUuding to the withdrawal of Qovemment aid from certain 
schools in Oanjam, in conséquence of a correction in;their classification^ 
transferring them from the Middle to the Lower Class, Mr. Bowen 
makes the foUowing observations, in which I entirely concur, and 
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which I consider applicable to the Presidency genei*ally: — "The with- 
drawal of aid from the petty, ill-managed Anglo-Vemacular Schools 
that keep up a struggling hand-to-mouth existence in the small rural 
towns, is a measure I do not at ail regret or think prejudicial to the 
interests of sound éducation. And this remark may be understood 
as applicable not to the district of Qanjam only, but to the other 
districts as well. Thèse schools are generally attended by a very 
amall number of boys, often by the boys of the four or five leading 
familles of the place, who want to get an English éducation at the 
least possible cost and trouble to themselves ; the English taught in 
them is of a very indiffèrent quality, while other progress is sacri- 
ficed; they are kept in any sort of shed or hovel; they are ill-supplied, 
or not at ail supplied sometimes, with maps, black-boards^ or other 
school farniture ; the masters are perpetually complaining that their 
pay is in arreajrs; and altogether thèse petty grant-in-aid schools are 
blots on our educational system which require to be wiped out. 
Every year adds strength to my conviction that what the time now 
requires is not the extension of the area of English éducation, rather 
the contraction of it, and the consolidation and improving of what 
«xists."

72. The annexed list gives the Middle-Class Schools, other than 

resuit grant ones^ 
existing in Qanjam 
at the close of the 
year. There has 
been a further 
réduction in the 
attendance, but the 
décline has not 
been so great as in 
1871-72. An ele- 
mentary dass for 
Mussidmans has 
been attached to 
the Chicacole 
A n g lo-Vemacular 
School. The Ons- 
low Institution 
aims at being the rival of the Berhampore Zillah School, and suffers 
in conséquence ; it would do its work more efficiently and be a more 
useful wheel in the educational machine if it limited its standard to 
the fourth class, and served as a feeder to the Berhampore School. 
The Mandasa Zemindar takes a real interest in éducation, and his song

stands at the head of the aided institutions ; but, owing to changes in the 
teaching staff, the results at inspection were not as satisfactoiy as they 
might hâve been. The Branch Samasthanum Schools maintained by 
the Maharajah of Vizianagrum are doingtheir work tolerably well; 
but the inhabitants of the différent localities do not take sufficient 
advantage of the Maharajah's liberality. The Union School at Par- 
vatipur appears to hâve for pupils scarcely any save the children of 
court and cutcherry officiais. The Protestant Orphanage made a 
decided improvement in 1872; at the same time complaint is still made 
of a want of life in the institution. The Besidt Grant Schools in the 
district, which are ranked in the Middle-Class, are five in number, 
with an aggregate attendance of 272. 
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74. The Viravasaram Taluq School continues to rank foremost of 

the Middle-Class

A former Tahsildar, 
who "was disposed 
to encourage édu- 
cation, prevailed 
upon the people to 
subscribe and build 
a new school-house^ 
which was to be 
presented to Gov- 
ernment. Owing, 
however, to some 
errors of manage- 
ment, ail the funds 
hâve been ex- 
pended, and the 
building is still in- 
complète and shows 
signs of faulty 
construction. It 
will be necessary, therefore, to complète the school-house with GoTem- 
ment funds. A Zemindari School used to exist at Juggampettah ; and 
the late Zemindar, when dying, desired that it might always be main- 
tained. The présent managers hâve disregarded the Zemindar's 
wishes and closed the school, notwithstanding remonstrances from the 
Inspecter and his Deputy. Mr. Bowers observes that several of the 
schools are scarcely worth being kept up in their présent state; and, 
in paragi-aph 53 of his annual report, he gives détails regàrding the 
Peddapur School, which completely bear him out so far as that insti- 
tution is concemed. The Deputy Inspector is of opinion that there 
are only about ten places in the whole district in which Middle-Class 
Schools can be maintained without difficulty ; and he repeats what has 
often been asserted, that most aided schools in the rural parts of the 
district were set on foot^ not firom any real demand for éducation, 
but in conséquence of action being taken by some infiuential person. 
Of the 171 Union Schools in the Godavery Collectorate, three are 
ranked in the Middle Class, but the claim of one to its position is 
questionable. The district contains six Resuit Grant Schools, belong- 
ing to the Middle Class, with an attendance of 256 pupils.

75. The most efficient school in the accompanying list is the 

Government Anglo- 
Vemacular School 
at Quntur. A 
suggestion has been 
made that this 
institution should 
be raised to the 
rank of a Higher 
Clasà School; but, 
having regard to 
thefact that the dis- 
trict ab-eady pos- 
sessestwo superior 
institutions, I feel 
unable to support 
the proposai. No 
doubt the inhabi- 
tants of Guntur 
would be glad to 
hâve their children 
educated up to 
the Matriculation 
Btandard at their own doors ; but the cost of higher éducation is veiy 
large, and should not be increased without strong ground& The 
Hindu School at Bezwada gi ves promise of occupying a fair position 
afber a little time, but at inspection the results were rather poor. 
The late Acting Inspecter found that the Church Mission School 
at the same station had changed its character and become a 
Mahomedan instead of a Hindu institution : the results at exami- 
nation were very unfavorable, but the circumstances of the case 
will go far to explain the fSa.ct. The Eaikalur Union School, like a few 
others, draws a grant from provincial funds; regarding this school 
the Inspecter expresses himself as foUows : — '' The course of instruc- 
tion is adapted to suit the wants of a few officiais and leading men^ 
and no fées are paid. I regard this sort of arrangement as most 
objectionable. The people who want the school obtained a Govern- 
ment grant on the condition of subscribingto its support ; they violate 
their promises, and, instead of being déprived of their school, the Local 
Board step in to pay the lapsed subscription out of the rates contri- 
buted by the ryots, who, in ail probability, do not send half a dozen boys 
to the schooL'' Thirteen Besults Schools received grants during the 
year as belonging to the Middle Class ; but of thèse two hâve been 
flince dosed, leaving eleven with 332 scholara.

year. The attend- 
anee at the former 
has suffered irom 
the removal to 
Gooty of the Sub- 
Collector's Cutcher- 
ry ; and that at the 
latter has always 
been excessively 
small in compari- 
son with the 
population of the 
town. Of the other 
M i d d 1 e-C 1 a s s 
Schools in the 
District of Bellary 
the majority are 
Union Schools. 
The standard is very low in some, and the teachîng indiffèrent in many. 
At two or three the attendance is so small that the Inspector considéra 
they should be closed^ and such of the teachers as are compétent 
removed to other schools, where the teaching staff is weak. Transfers 
of this nature, however, may be somewhat difficult to be canied out 
under the arrangements prescribed by the Local Funds Act.

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removed. The schools at Cumbum and Yeldurty were reported on 
favorably ; thoee at Numoor, Peapally, and Patticondah unfavorably ; 
and at the Nundial School it was found that, while the head master 
had performed satisfactorily his own immédiate teaching work, the 
assistant master had neglected his from want of proper supervision on 
the part of the head. In the town of Kumool, a school receiving aid 
on the System of results' grants is ranked in the Middle Class. 

78. The Cuddapah District does not contain any Government Mid- 

dle-Class Schools ; 
the number of 
other schools of 
that grade remains 
unchanged, but 
the aggregate at 
tendance at them 
bas decreased from 
324 to 291. The 
Inspectorfearsthat 
some of the insti- 
tutions which Gov- 
ernment would 
not allow to be constituted Union Schools will coUapse, and it appears 
that one, the Eladri School, has abready been closed. The Union 
Schools were reported on not unfavorably. The Madanapally School, 
which is the most advanced of the other schools^ has declined in both 
standard and attendance ; notwithstanding this, the expenditure on 
teachers has been retained at the former rates, which were decidedly 
libéral even for the higher position once held by the school. The 
grants hâve now been withdrawn^ and the managers hâve been called 
upon to reduce the expenditure on the teaching staff; when the scale 
of salaries has been brought into harmony with the présent standard 
and attendance of the school, fresh grants will be issued.

take. Alltheother 
schools în the list 
are supported by 
Local Fund or 
Municipal Boards. 
The reports on the schools at Naidupet, Gudur, Venkatagiri, 
Rapur, and Buchireddipalliem are generally favorable, while 
the reverse is the case with regaixi to the schools at Allur, 
Kavali, Kundakur, Kaligiri, Kulluru, Varigonda, Bramanakraka, 
and Chinna Analur. The Inspector remarks that about 50 
per cent, of the total number of pupils are in the first or lowest 
class. It may be observed that, when Union Schools were set 
on foot, sufBcient attention was not always paid to the great 
importance of putting them forward in such a manner as to afford 
them every possible chance of success ; this remark applies not only 
to Nellore, but to other districts of the Presidency. Some of the 
teachers were paid misérable salaries of Rupees 5 or Rupees 4 per 
mensem, and of course the men employed were necessarily of a most 
inferior description and altogether unfit for their work. The evil was 
brought to the notice of certain Local Fund Boards, and in some cases 
a remedy has been applied. Aithough ît is the teachers that mainly 
make or mar a school, it is highly advisable or even necessary to 
attend to other points as well. On this subject I quote an extract from 
a letter which I addressed to the Président of the Local Fund Boards, 
Nellore District, when forwarding to thàt officer copy of an inspection 
report upon one of the badly-organized Union Schools of the coUec- 
torate : — *' I consider it of much importance that Union Schools should 
be maintained in such a way as to secure satisfactory results^ and so 
obtain the confidence of the people. A few Union Schools in fair 
buildings, with efficient masters, must be far more useful in fostering 
a désire for éducation than a larger number of badly-officered and 
badly-worked institutions." Perhaps the demand for imrvroved 
buildings and school appliances is quîte as urgent as that for better 
teachers.

80. The Mylapore Anglo-Yernacular School, which receives Muasul- 

man pupils alone, is 
intended to educate 
upto ihe standard 
of the fourth class of 
aZillah School. In 
1872 the h e a d 
master made a verj 
irregular, but well* 
meant, attempt to 
pushhis senior boys 
forward and enable 
them to pass the 
Matriculation £x- 
amination at the 
close of the year. 
The attempt prov- 
ed entirely unsuc- 
cessful, and orders 
hâve been gîven to 
restrict the work of 
theschooltothepre* 
scribed standard* 
The other Middle- 
Class Schools in Madras are ail private ones ; the nomenclature of the 
classes is fixed by the managers, and does not accord with that laid 
down for Government institutions ; it would be well if the managers 
"would agrée to adopt the classification in Qovemment schools, but on 
this point the Educational Department can only advise and not exer- 
cise compulsion. The Free Church of Scotland's Black Town Branch 
School has, like some other Middle-Claas Schools, aPreparatory Matric- 
ulation Class, which must absorb a great deal of the time and atten- 
tion of the best-paid master. It is désirable that the managers of such 
schools should restrict their aims and allow boys intending to matricu- 
late to go to some well-officered Higher-Class School in the neighbour- 
hood. The results at inspection were very un&vorable, but the 
examination took place shortly after the re-opening of the school, a 
circumstance for which allowance must be made. Last year an appli- 
cation for greatly-increased and exceptional aid was made on behalf 
of the Harris' School, but Qovemment decided upon sanctioning only 
certain additional grants which were claimable under the rules. 
Oovindu Naidu's Primary School, which is a feeder to Pacheappah's

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a decided mistake to crowd some 500 boys into a school, for which only 
ieachers of moderate qualifications can be found. A communication 
upon the subject bas been made to the trustées of Pacbeappah Mu- 
dalîar*s Chaiîties. The Civil Orphan Asylum, with which St. Maiy's 
Charity School has been amalgamated^ has moved into the premises 
formerly occupied by the Military Maie Orphan Asylum. It was 
found at inspection that the masters, two in number, gave their time 
and attention to the senior classes alone, leaving the junior ones to be 
taught by monitors ; in this way, out of 112 pupils, no fewer than 80 
were left to the care of monitors. The mischievous nature of such an 
arrangement has been pointed out to the managers of the asylum. One 
or two of the schools in the list hâve only a doubtful claim to rank in 
the Middle Class ; this is especially the case with St. Xavier's School 
in the Big Parcherry. The Lutheran Mission School at Pursewaulkum 
has very weak senior classes, which might be taught in a neighbour- 
ing Higher-Class School with advantage ; the pupils belong, however, 
to the congrégation of the Lutheran Mission^ and this circumstance 
places an obstacle in the way of the move. The Union School in John 
Pereira's affords another instance of the evil arising from aiming too 
high ; the head master appears to hâve confined his attention mainly 
to about a dozen boys, and, while the youths ambitiously attempted 
the study of Euclid, the Inspector's examination showed that they 
were sadly déficient in Ârithmetic. 

81. Of the Middle-Class Schools in the district of Chingleput, five 

are maintained by 
Oovemment, four 
being T a 1 u q 
Schools and the 
fifbh a school of an 
exceptional stamp 
kept up for pen- 
sioners' children. 
One Taluq School, 
which appeared in 
last year's report, 
does not appear in 
this ; the school at 
Stripermatur had 
to be closed in con- 
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séquence of the &lling off in attendance. The other Taluq Schools 
show somewhat reduced numbers, arising from rival schools working 
in their neighbourhood and charging lower fées. The remarks about 
ihe Trivellore School in paragraph 145 of Mr. Fowler's annual 
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South Areot. 



report are very deserving of attention. It may be observed that the 
School of the Free Church of Scotland's Mission at Trivellore was 
established after the Government School^ and that originally it was of 
alower stamp; its standard has graduaUy advanced^ and in the course 
of last year the managers applied for increased grants with the avowed 
object of enabling it to prépare boys for the Matriculation Ezami- 
nation. As the move oontemplated was not approved, Qovemment 
declined to sanction the increased grants applied for. The school at 
Ponneri was unfavorably reported on, and it is donbtfal if it should 
be maintained. The Free Church of Scotland's Branch School at 
Chingleput has a Preparatory Matriculation Class, but the wisdom of 
ihe arrangement seems very questionable. The results at inspection 
were below fair, but the examination took place at an unfavorable 
time. The System pursued at the school in the study of Tamil poetry 
was decidedly bad. 

82. The aggregate number of pupils in the Taluq Schools of South 

Arcot has increased 
by 70, the greatest 
share of the in- 
crease belonging 
to the school at 
Trinomalay, where 
a new head mas- 
ter raised the re- 
pute of the institu- 
tion. The school 
containing the 
highest class is 
that at Villapu- 
ram, but it is not 
reported on so 
fibvorably as some 
others. Mr. Fowler 
commends the 
head master at 
Porto Novo, but 
thinks a change 
will hâve to be 
made in the teach- 
ing staff at Eul. 
lakurchi. The Union Schools in the district hâve been transferred from» 
the Middle to the Lower Class ; Noor SahiVs School has also been

dealt with in the same way. The Sivapragasa School, which is 
supported by a wealthy merchant, is intended to foster the doctrines 
of the Siva sect ; it belongs to the Middle Class, and reçoives à results' 
grant. The S.P.G. School at Old Town, Cuddalore, and the Manja- 
coopum Anglo-Vemacular School are retained in the Middle Clasa at 
présent, but it is doubtful if they will continue to be so ranked. 
83. Of the Middle-Class Schools in North Arcot five are supported by 

Government. The 
Anglo - Vemacular 
School at Walla- 
jahpett gave, on the 
whole, satisfactory 
résulte at inspec- 
tion^ but in one 
or two subjects too 
little work was 
brought up. 

While the number 
of pupils remains 
about the same as 
for 1871-72, the 
attendance shows 
a great falling off 
from what it was 
before the higher 
rates of fées were introduced. At the Taluq Schools the attendance 
has in every instance improved, but it is a matter for regret that 
the increase of pupils belongs to the lowest classes. The Arcot 
School has made progress in efSciency ; the fourth or highest class 
passed a very satisfactory examination, and gave évidence of careful 
teaching in Ënglish especially. The school at Amee afforded veiy 
bad results at inspection; but, under a new head master, consi- 
dérable improvement has been made. The schools at Tripathy and 
Palmanair are in a tolerably fiedr condition. The most important 
private school in the district is that kept up at Yellore by the Church 
of Scotland's Mission ; last year it declined considerably both in attend* 
ance and in standard. The décline is attributed by the manager 
to the disappointment felt by the people at the school net being 
raised to the Matriculation standard. Looking at the character of the 
town, and at its proximity to Hadras, there does not appear to be any 
sufficient reason for having a Higher-Class School at Yellore. A large 
number of schools ranked in the Middle-CIass receive aid on the systwi 
of paymant for résulta. 
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Salem. 



84. A very unsatisfactory feature in the Tripatore Anglo-Vemacular 

School is its not 
possessing a higher 
class than the 
third, and, ihere* 
fore, practically 
not rîsing above 
the Taluq Schools 
of the district^ 
although it has a 
more expensive 
staff. At inspec- 
tion the school 
acquitted itself 
satisfiEtctorily in 
gênerai. The Taluq 
Schools in the dis- 
trict, with the ex- 
ception of the one 
at Oossoor, hâve 
gained in numeri- 
cal^strength, espe- 
cially the school at 
Eistnagherry; in 
the exceptional 
case the attend- 
ance continues 
about the same as 
in 1871-72. The 
Namkul School is unsatisfactory as to standard, and the great bulk of 
the scholars belong to the lowest class. The Kistnagherry School, 
which had declined considerably, has recovered its position; the 
results at inspection were on the whole veiy satisfactory. The school 
at Darampury has made an advance owing to the energetic working 
of an acting head master ; the permanent incumbent, who has retumed 
to duty, will be transferred to another school as assistant master. The 
Oossoor School, which is in a fair condition, finds it difficult to retain 
a senior class of moderate strength, owing to the proximity of 
Bangalore, which draws away the advanced pupils. The Salem Town 
School and its branch are under the management of the municipality. 
It will be seen that the attendance at the London Mission School, 
Vaniembady, fell off largely last year ; this was caused by the sécession 
of the head master, who set up a rival school and drew away his old 
pupils. The new schoool has collapsed, and the Mission School is 
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recovering its ground. The school at Trichengode is stated to be the 
beat of those ranked in the Middle Class. 

85. There îs but one Government Middle-Class School in the district 

of Tricbinopoly, 
the Taluq School 
at Srirungum ; 
this institution is in 
a satisfactory state. 
The Inspector re- 
marks that the 
school bas no suit- 
able buildings but 
is held in a mun- 
tapum lent by the 
temple authorities^ 
which is not as 
well ventilated as 
it should be^ and is 
not kept quite 

clean. Of course the numbers must be restricted, so as to prevent 
crowding; orders to this effect hâve been issued. The temple 
authorities hâve also been called upon to keep the building clean. It 
is questionable, seeing that the school is used mer^y by the Brahmins 
of SriruDgum, whether it should not be closed, and the inhabitants 
of the place left to provide éducation for their children. Grants might 
be issued to a st^hool established and managed by the temple autho- 
rities. Almost ail the private schools of the Middle-Class are under 
native management ; the school at Kulitalay is reported tobethebest. 

86. As Tanjore is fortunate in having some excellent institutions for 

conveying CoUe- 
giate and Higher 
Class instruction, 
so it is also in 
possessing a very 
considérable num- 
ber of fairly organ- 
ized Middle-Class 
Schools. The Gov- 
ernment Anglo- 
Vemacular School 
at Mayaveram bas 
been in a very 
depressed state. 
Probably two or

bringing about 
this résulta but the 
Inspecior attaches 
particular weight 
to the proximity 
of Mavaveram to 
Co mba conum. 
O wing to the highly 
unsatisfactory 
state of the insti- 
tution, it was pro- 
posed to lower its 
grade and couvert 
ît into a Taluq 
school. Action 
has, however, been 
deferred, so as to give the school a further trial upon a request. to 
that effect from a number of influential résidents in the town, who 
held a public meeting to take the prospects of the school into con- 
sidération. A change has been made in the head mastership with a 
view of affording the school a better chance of recovering its position. 
There are now only four Taluq Schools in the district, that formerly 
at Nagore having been oonverted into an elementary school for 
Mussulmans. The schools at Trivadi and Trivellore are in a very 
satisfactory state ; theattendance at the latter has, however, decreased. 
The Puttucottah Taluq School is weaker in numbers and lower in 
standard ; at inspection the classes generally answered pretty fairly. 
The school at Tiruvadimaradur is in an unsatisfactory state; tho 
nominal standard is low, and the actual standard is still lower. The 
Inspecter is of opinion that the school should be abolished^ the pupils 
being lefb to obtain instruction in a results-grant school ; it is to be 
observed that Tiruvadimaradur is only about six miles from Gombaco- 
num. The S.P.G. Schools at Poriyur and the Tanjore Port are the 
most important of the Mission Schools in the district ; last year the 
expenditure on each was exceptionally high. The school at Poriyur 
was placed under the management of Mr. Creighton^ a master 
drawing a salary of Bupees 300 per mensem, pending employment 
being found for him in one of the Society's Higher-Class Schools. As 
Poriyur, from its close proximity to Tranquebar, where a Higher-Class 
School exists, and for other reasons, does not afibrd material for a 
Matriculation Class, the arrangement, while no doubt of some service 
to the school and convenient to the Gospel Society, involved an 
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expenditure which may be termed wasieful. Mr. Creighton bas now 
quitted Porlynr, and a master of the Matriculation standard, with a 
grant of Bupees 50 against Mr. Creighton's grant of Bupees 150, bas 
charge of the schooL The most important Bchool under native 
management is the Town School at Combaconum, which serves as a 
feeder to the collège, and was establisbed with that object. The 
results at inspection ^ere rather unsatis&ctory, and it was found that 
Tamil had not been studied wîth sufficient care. Very considérable 
changes took place during the year in the classification of Besults 
schools ; 12 ofthese schools, which had been in the Lower, were placed 
in the Middle Class, and 15 were transferred from the latter to the 
former class. 

87. Of the Middle-Class Schools in the district of Coimbatore five are 

Coimbatore. Taluq Schools. The 

Udamalpettah 
School when in- 
spected was found 
with so smaU an 
attendance that it 
became a question 
whether it should 
not be closed ; the 
attendance bas im- 
proved,and afourth 
class is now in ex- 
istence. Probably 
the improvement is 
in part at least due 
to a manifestation 
of interest in the 
school by the Beve- 
nue authorities. 
With a few exceptions, the Taluq Schools answered fairly at inspection ; 
Arithmetic appeared to be the subject in which they were weakest. The 
great difiiculty is to maintain a décent fourth class ; when such a class is 
formed, it too frequently melts away in a short time. The Inspector 
calls attention to the &ct that the schools at Erode, PoUachyv and 
Darapuram aflford in fées more than half their cost, while the fées of 
the others fall considerably below their net cost to Government. The 
worst feature of the Kangayam Union School is the very small portion 
of the cost met by fées ; while the expenditure for last year is given at 
Bupees 618, the fées amoimted to only Bupees 30. The other Union 
School, that at Salur, was reported on unfavorably in every respect, 
and the fées coUected did not reach beyond Bupees 5. I cannot but 
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confiider it most unfortunate that, as a gênerai rule, Local Pund Boards 
object to levyiiig fées of a moderate amount ; in most cases the fées 
levied are little more than nominal. The reports on the other Private 
Salary Ghrant Schools in the district are mostly unfavorable, and the 
InspectoT recommends that some should be transferred to the Lower 
Class. There are 13 Results Grant Schools in the district now ranked 
in the Middle Class; the nmnber was considerably larger in 1871-72, 
but several of the then incorrectly-termed Middle-Class Schools hâve 
been transferred to the Lower-Class. 

88. Of the 25 schools in the district of Madura which are lunked 

Madura. in the Middle Class, 

two are Taluq 
Schools, those at 
Dindigul and Peri- 
yakulum. The 
attendanoe at Din- 
digul has greatly 
decreased, owing 
probably to the 
action of another 
school at which 
lower fées are 
charged. At in- 
spection the senior 
classes acquitted 
themselves fiedrly 
except in Mathe- 
matics, but the 
lower classes were more or less imsatisfactoiy. At Periyakulum the 
results of inspection were creditable except in the Mathematics of the 
fourth class, in which there was a considérable failure. The Qospel 
Society's School at Bamnad did not show to advantage at inspection, 
although it possesses a large staff of teachers and ought to produce 
better résulta. An anomaly exists in the fact of the head master, 
owing to his inferior attainments, being compelled to take a subor- 
dinate part in the actual teaching. The Christian Anglo-Yemacular 
School at Madura did not pass, by any means, a good examination. 
The Hindu Anglo-Yemacular School in the same town^ which was 
established to relieve the Zillah School of its lower pupils, and to act 
as a feeder to that institution, has a yery large attendance. The school 
will, no doubt, prove a most useful one if the managers restrict its 
standard to that of the Middle-Class, and abstain from attempting to 
bring it forward as a rival to the Zillah School. The Inspecter, speak- 
iog of the ordinary run of Salaiy Grant Schools under native manage- 
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ment, says as folio ws : — ^"Many of them are very poor schools : buildings 
unsatisfactory, attendance bad, iîimiture and apparatus more or less 
defective, and teaching indiffèrent in many points. The managers, as 
a rule, hâve very little conception of the duties they hâve undertaken, 
and take very little interest in the welfare of the schools they profess 
to manage, and the teachers hâve to struggle with many dilSBculties," 
Of the 25 schools ten worked upon the Results' System ; the most 
important of the latter appear to be the American Mission Schools at 
Dindigul and Tirumungalum. 

89. No Government Schools exist in the district of Tinnevelly, but 

Tinneveiiff. there are numer- 

ousprivate schools 
oftheMiddle-Class, 
the majority of 
which are support- 
ed by the two great 
Sodeties, the Church 
Missionary and the 
Gospel, and the 
rest by lay mana^ 
gers. Some of the 
schools are report- 
ed to hâve no claim 
to be ranked in the 
Middle-Class, and 
will probably be 
removed thereirom 
in the course of the 
current year. The 
Church Missionary 
Society's School at 
Tinnevelly afford- 
edcreditable résulta 
at inspection in 
most subjects, 
Arithmetic being 
the chief exception; 
the school has no 
separate building of its own, but is held in the Tamil Church. The 
results for the other schools of the Bociety were generally pretty fair. 
The report on the Tuticorin Subscription School is tolerably favor- 
able, but a better school-house is greatly needed. Beside the Salary 
Grant Schools entered in the list, there were 21 schools which worked 
on the System of payment for results.

90. The Cannanore Anglo-Vernacular School now occupies the place 

of the practising 
branch of the Qov- 
emment Normal 
School, formerly 
existing at the 
station, so fetr as 
the provision of 
gênerai éducation 
is concerned; tho 
school is of tho 
Middle-CIaâs^ and 
it seems improba- 
ble that Cannanore 
can afford sufficient 
appropriate mate- 
rial for a Higher- 
Class School. It is 
to be recoUected, 
also^ that^ with the 
Calicut Provincial 
School, and the 
Higher-GlassSchoolB 
at Tellicherry and 
Palghaut, the dis- 
trict is very fairly 
provided with 
means for impart- 
ing higher-class 
instruction. The 
staff of the Canna- 
nore School is a 
considerably more 
highly*paid one 
than that of any other school of the same grade. The school waa 
found in a satis&ctory state at inspection, and the order and discipline 
maintained are mentioned with approval. The Chowghaut Anglo- 
Yemacular School, though intended to rise above a Taluq School, and 
consequently fumished with a more expensive staff, has never taken 
its proper place ; practically it may be regarded as a médium school of 
the Taluq grade. The Inspector remarks upon the delay which has 
occurred in erecting a building. There has been great delay^ but this 
has not been without advantage^ as the site originally proposed and 
made over to Government has been pronounced imsuitable and restored 
to the proprietor. The report on the school was tolerably favorable

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apon the whole. The Badagara Taluq School bas worked fairly, though 
too many changes hâve occurred among the teachers. The Quilandy 
Taluq School is inferior generally to that at Badagara ; the work done 
is described by the Inspector as " sound, though not going aa far as is 
désirable." The Ch'urch of England School at Cannanore is under the 
management of the Chaplain, whose supervision, however, in regard to 
secular studies is declared to be little more than nominal. The Cochin 
Protestant School is likely to suffer very seriously when the proposed 
Municipal School is established. The manager of the German Mission 
School at Calicut bas been improving the staff of the institution, and 
otherwise rendering it more efficient. Malabar contains a very large 
number of Middle-Class Union Schools. The schools at Trittala, 
Enamakkil, Manjeri, and Allatur are reported on pretty favorably; that 
at Manjeri appears to be the most advanced^ and in fact there was a 
désire at one time to couvert it into a Higher-Class School,though such 
a step would be, not merely altogether inexpedient, but even contrary 
to the expressed views of Government. The reports on the schools at 
Taliparamba, Eottayam, Chattamangalam, Ponnari, Punnayi^, and 
Malapuram are unfavorable. The Kalpatti Municipal School, PaJghaut, 
is a feeder to the Higher-Class Union School at the same place, and 
is under the gênerai supervision of the head master of the latter. The 
pupils are ail intelligent Brahmin boys ; but, owing to the inferiority 
of the teachers, the résulta at inspection were not sufficiently satis- 
factory. Of the Besults' Schools in the district, seven are ranked in 
ihe Middle-Class. 

91. The Eassergode Taluq School worked fairly during the past 

year; the attend- 
ance bas risen not- 
withstanding the 
increajBed rates of 
fées, but the In-» 
spector observes 
that "a large num- 
ber of boys who 
were doing crédit 
to the school had 
to be dismissed for 
inability to pay the 
high fées demand- 
ed." The Taluq 
School at Ullala is 
in a very depressed 
state, and Mr. 
Garthwaite feels 
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much regret at the circumstance ; I must say, however^ that I agrée 
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with Mr. Gopal Rau, tbe laie Acting Inspector, that the establishment 
of a Taluq School at such a place as Ullala was a mistake. On this 
point I think it right to place before Government the following 
proceedings issued by me on the 4th April last :— 

" The Director of Public Instruction is fuUy aware of thebenevolence 
and zeal which led to the establishment of the Ullala Taluq School, and ha 
trusts that the past working of the institution» although its standard 
bas not been high^ will be found to bave given something of a stimulus 
to the Billavaâ of the locality in seeking éducation for their children« 
At the same time the Director must own that he does not consider a 
Taluq School should bave been set on foot at Ullala, or that a school 
of that stamp corresponds to the natural requirements of the Billavas* 
Mr. Gopal Rau seems to bave been right in making the following 
remarks, which occur in bis letter No. 76, of the 8th February 1872 : — 
* The bulk of the population of the vUlage consists of poor fishermen 
and manchil bearers, who cannot pay for their children*s schooling, 
and are extremely unlikely to want them to learn anything beyond a 
little Canarese and Arithmetic' 

*' 2. As to the course pursued by Karugappa, the former head 
master, with the view of keeping up the attendance of the Billava 
pupils, the Director regards it as carrying zeal and fostering care to such 
a height as to become injurions. This course is described in the 
following extract from Deputy Inspecter Santappa's letter No. 343, of 
the Stb May 1871 : — ' Karugappa, thelate head master, was visiting in 
person the bouses of the parents of the truants ; was keeping bis school 
open the whole day though régulai* instruction was confined to a small 
portion of the day ; and was also paying the fee of a very large portion 
of the pupils from bis own pocket.' 

'* 3. The Director believes that the Ullala Taluq School should be 
abolished, and that it should be left to the Local Fund Board to provide 
elementary éducation for the people of the locality. With a view to 
the subject being taken into considération by the Board, a copy of thèse 
proceedings, along with a copy of the Inspector's report, will be sent 
to the Président of the Local Fund Boards, South Canara." 

92. The Udipi Taluq School is also in a decliningstate. The Inspecter 
mentions that the majority of the well-to-do inhabitants are Brahmins 
oonnected with the great temple, who bave no désire for éducation, 
and that those who used to send their children to the school are the 
poorer Government officiais who cannot afTord to pay the fées now 
demanded. The attendance at Karakala Taluq School bas risen con-* 
siderably, though it is not as high as it was in January last. The 
number of Middle-Class Union Schools in South Canara, as of schools 
generally, is much smaller than the number in Malabar. The Union

School at Kundapur îs described as a " very good'* onc, the classes hâve 
been removed into the new building, which is large and haudsome ; but» 
like the majority of Union School-houses in Canara, without verandahs. 
The Mulki School is " well attended" and *' well taught," and appears 
to be the best of the Union Schools in Cauara. The Puthur School is 
noticeable for its large attendance ; it requires additional teachers. Of 
the ordinary private schools the best conducted appears to be the 
Roman Catholic Bishop's School at Saint Rozario. Besides the schools 
in the list, there are five Besults Grant Schools in the district ranked 
in the Middle Class. 

93. In the course of the year under review there were 66 removals 
-. . , and 51 admissions in the Boys' Branch of the 

Lawrence Atylum,, ^ 

Ootaeamund, Maie Ootacamund Lawrence Asylum. Of the pupils 
^^^ ' removed, 32 were taken away by theîr parents 

or fnends for différent reasons, five enlisted, seven entered the Telegraph 
Department, three the Topographical Survey, four the Asylum Pressy 
three secured varions appointments^ seven were expelled for misconduct, 
one died, and four pupil teachers resigned with the view of getting 
employment. The total number of boys on the 31st March 1873, 
excluding day-scholars, was 324, and the average number during the 
year was 347. The tailoring class is now under a European instructor, 
and contains six boys kept daily at work, and 60 others who work for a 
portion of the day. > The class tumed out 919 articles, consisting of 
coats, waistcoats, and trowsers, and 3,148 minor articles, such as sheets 
towels, &c. The gardening class is under the control of a Serjeant, and 
consists of 12 day-boys, six of whom work on altemate days, and 26 
others who work for a portion of the day. The value of the vegetables 
grown is given at Rupees 952-5-0. In the boot-making department 
678 pairs of boots were made, and 2,318 pairs mended ; thèse figures 
include the work doue for the Girls' Branch. The gymnastic apparatus 
sanctioned by Government has been received, and an insti-uctor in 
gymnastics appointed. Also a carpentry class has been established, and 
a workshop, formerly used by the Public Works Department, has been 
appropriated to the class. 

94. A lady, who had filled an educational postât Constantinople, has 

been appointed Superintendent of the Female 
Branch ; she is reported to hâve displayed much 
tact and discrimination in the management of the girls. In view to 
the anticipated amalgamation with the Ootacamund Asylum of the 
Madras Military Female Orphan Asylum, and for other reasons, it 
was considered advisable to secure a Lady Superintendent of superior 
qualifications ; the salary of the situation was accordingly raised, and 
now stands at Rupees 200 per mensem with board and lodging. From 
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the report of the committee it would appear that the Lady Superin- 
iendent merely supervises the teaching without taking a direct part 
in it ; this does not seem a judicious arrangement. The girls made up 
2,522 articles of needle-work in the year. On the 31st March 1872 
the asylum contained 68 girls ; during last year there were 16 
admissions, including eight day-pupils, and 19 removals, including 
three day-scholars. Of the 19 girls removed, 18 were taken away by 
their friends for différent reasons, and one entered domestic service. 
95. The total expenditure of the Boys' Branch for 1872-73 was 
Coêt of the Lawrence Rupees 84,085-5-10^, and the cost of each boy is 
^tfi^^' given at Rupees 213-7-1, against Rupees 227 for 

the previous year. The total cost of the Girls' Branch is put down at 
Rupees 16,797-2-'6, and the cost per head at Rupees 264-2-9, or 
Rupees 9-6-2 above the average for 1871-72 ; the increase is attributed 
to augmented salaries and the enhanced price of provisions. The whole 
expenditure for botb branches of the asylum stands at Rupees 
1,00,882-8-4^, against Rupees 73,351-8-6 for the previous year. Hère 
it is necessary to remark that the increase in the number of boys, due 
to the amalgamation of the Madras Military Maie Orphan Asylum with 
the Boys' Branch of the Ootacamund Asylum, took place in September 
1871, and that consequently the move operated in the way of raising 
the expenditure of the Ootacajnund Asylum for only about half of 
1871-72. The foUowing statement gives the number of inmates of the 
asylums for the last seven years, together with the total expenditure 
for each year : —

96. It must be confessed that the state of Middle-Class éducation is 
Remarkt on MiddU- ^ ^om satisfactory. It is believed by some 
Cloê» Sehooie, ^^leA» great improvement would follow the institu- 

tion of an annual scholarship examination of a lower standard than 
the Matriculation to test the senior boys in Middle-Class Schools ; and 
it is supposed that such an examination would enable the officers of 
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the department to rank the schools more accurately aocording to theîr 
efficiency. I believe that an annual examination would do some good, 
though very much more is required to develop a healthy vitality in 
Middle-Class Schools ; at the same time I see so much difficulty in 
managing the proposed examination that^ on this ground alone, I feel 
unable to recommend its institution. It is to be borne in mind that 
there are abready several examinations held annually in this Presidency ; 
and I am satisfied the number should not be increased, while it is more 
than doubtfiil if any of the existing tests can as yet be dispensed with. 
Moreover the proposed examination should be of a lower standard by 
two years' study than the Matriculation Examination, and must 
iiecessarily,ïtherefore, be more a vivâ voce one than an examination in 
•writing ; this involves the collection of young boys at a central station 
in each division, to allow of their being examined by the Inspector 
and bis Deputies. Looking at the objections to such a course, I believe 
it would be better to allow each Inspector to award, upon his inspec* 
tion results, a few scholarships in every district of his division, suppos- 
ing that the issue of scholarships is considered désirable in the case of 
Middle-Class Schools ; the stipends might be held for two years, or 
till Matriculation within that period, at a Higher-Class School in the 
district to which the successful candidates belonged. Care would be 
necessary to prevent boys being presented for examination who, by âge 
and length of study, would be really of a standard superior to the test; 
and it would be far easier for an Inspector to prevent any fraudulent 
action of the kind indicated on his visiting a school in his annual tour 
than if ail the candidates were brought to a single central station. 
The subject has occupied my attention for some time past, and at fii*st 
I wajs in favor of holding an annual examination of the nature pro- 
posed; further reflection has, however, led me to doubt the advisability, 
not only of having examinations at central stations in the several 
divisions, but of holding out any scholarships to be competed for by 
boys in Middle-Class Schools. Such schools appear to me to stand in 
need of restrictive measures rather than of encouragement. When 
but little éducation at ail worthy the name existed, it was an object 
io hâve Middle-Class Schools established^ and aid was issued in many 
cases without a severe scrutiny as to the conditions under which the 
Bchools were set on foot. Now, however, it appears to me we should 
hâve only a very moderate number of Middle-Class Schools in each 
district, and thèse should be situated in favorable localities^ possess 
good school^houses and school fumiture^ hâve a moderate reserve fund 
for emergencies, and be under really efficient management. Where 
existing Middle-Class Schools are badly managed, badly provided 
with class-room accommodation and fumiture, or are not strongly called 
for by circumstances, I consider the aid now given should be withdrawn.

VI. — Elementary Education. 

97. The table in the margîn shows the strength of the several classes 
TT-notirn- of the Ganjam Hill Schools at the close of 

Htll Schools of Oantam. •' 

1871-72 and of 1872-73 ; the schools are 16 
in number, and are under the immédiate 
management of the Spécial Assistant Agent 
in Ganjam, but the Inspector of the divi- 
sion is required to pay them an annual 
visit. Last year circumstances, fuUy 
explained by Mr. Bowers, rendered it 
impracticable for him to inspect the schools; 
orders hâve been issued to the new Deputy Inspector, who is fortunately 
acquainted with Ooriya, to examine ail the schools during the current 
year. The Assistant Agent complained that promotions were not 
made when the Inspector failed to visit the schools. It has been 
pointed ont to Captain Smith that promotions need not be deferred 
till the arrivai of the Inspector; at the same time^ as it is advisable to 
make the promotions more or less dépendent upon an examination^ it 
has been suggested that the classes should be n:e-arranged, in some 
cases^ after a visit from the Assistant Agent, in others, after an examin- 
ation by the Deputy Inspector. XJpon the Assistant Agent's recom- 
mendation certain increases of salary hâve been sanctioned for some of 
the teachers of the schools. 

98. During the past year spécial action has been taken with the 
Muêêuiman Eiemmtary ol>Ject of advancing éducation among the Maho- 

jEducation. mcdan community. By désire of Hîs Excellency 

the Goyernor, on returning from privilège leave, I consulted some 
Mussulman gentlemen of intelligence and position as to the moves 
they thought expédient, and obtained from each a mémorandum con- 
veying his views : thèse memoranda, together with a report from 
myself upon the subject, were laid before His Excellency. In their 
Order, No. 288, of the 7th October 1872, Government decided that 
elementary schools for Mussulmans should be set on foot at the chief 
centres of Mahomedan population, and that in thèse schools instruction 
should be given in Hindustani and English, in order to qualify the 
pupils for admission into the higher classes of Zillah and Provincial 
Schools and other similar institutions. In their Order, Government 
stated that they agreed with Colonel Maedonald in regarding it neces- 
sary that Mahomedans should be taught separately from Hindus up 
to a certain point, though, when receiving gênerai instruction through 
English, they would rather gain than lose by being associated with 
Hindus. Now, elementary schools for Mussulmans hâve been estab- 
lished at Rajahmundry, Ellore, Masulipatam, Eumool, Adoni, 
Cuddapah, Arcot, Vellore, Trichinopoly, and Nagore; and it may pos- 
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sibly be found expédient to set on foot two or three more hereafter. 
In varîous places Musaulman settlei*s bave, to a great extent, lost tbeir 
distinctive characteiistics with the exception of their religion, and use 
a Hindu vernacular instead of Hindustani. Where such is the case 
it does not seem requisite to establisb Hindustani schools. In Malabar 
spécial encouragement in grants is held out to schools for Moplahs, 
and other an*augements hâve also been introduced in order to advance 
éducation among that class. When the Results' system was brought 
into opération^ Mussulman teachers did not corne forward for Govern- 
ment aid, consequently a 'scheme of examination was not laid down 
for Mussulman schools. To meet the want, a scheme was drawn up 
in January last, with the aid of some experienced gentlemen, Euro- 
pean, Mussulman, and Hindu, and has since received the approval of 
Government. It is évident that it will be difficult to provide for the 
examination of Mussulman Results' Schools thinly scattered over 
certain portions of the Presidency. A make-shifb arrangement will 
hâve to be adopted, as the appointment of spécial ofiicers for the 
work would involve a disproportionate expenditure. 

99. The followin^ table shows the working of the Besults' Grant 
Warkinç of Reéuiu System in each district during the past year. 
Grant System in each The schools which had grants sanctioned for them 
'^"''*^'- rose from 2,037 with 64,400 pupUs to 3,248 with 

89,820 pupils ; the unaided schools under împrovement by Inspecting 
Schoolmasters and qualifying for grants rose from 1,406 wîth an 
attendance of 26,458 to 2,463 with an attendance of 45,846. The 
grants sanctioned rose from Rupees 1,03,147-9-3 to Es. 1,46,077-15-11; 
the increase attaches to ail three sources of aid, Provincial, Municipal, 
and Local Funds, but belongs mainly to the last named : —

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An advance is shown for each division as regards schools, attend» 
ance, and grants ; the average grant per school is lower in ail the 
divisions except the 6th, in which it has risen by about Rupees 5. 
The average grant for the 6th Division is still far larger than that for 
any other ; it is, in fact, quadruple that for the 2nd and nearly 
double the grants for the Ist and 3rd Divisions. The largeness of the 
grant arises in a great measure from the circumstance that several im- 
portant schools on the Western Coast, which would elsewhere be draw- 
ing salary grants^ receive aid upon the system of payment for results.

The nimiber of schools which presented pupils, the number of pupils 
presented, and the number passed, ail show large increases for each of 
tiie standards; for the fourth standard are found 431 schools and 
2,604 pupils presented, against 282 schools and 1,994 pupils in 1871-72., 

* Several schools passed pnpils in more than one standard. Beâde the ahoTe several 
female pnpils passed in fair and creditable neodle-work.

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Also the total nrnnber of girls presented rose from 2,169 to 2,770. li 
may be observed that, in order to increase their grants, the teachers of 
elementary schools persuade parents to send their young daughters for 
instruction along with their sons ; in this way the interest of the 
masters is made to operate in favor of female éducation. Of the three 
subjects, Reading, Writîng, aiid Arithmetic, the second is that in which 
the pupils are most successful. For the lower standards the passes in 
Beading and Arithmetic are nearly on a level, those in the former pre- 
ponderating; for the fourth standard the results in Arithmetic fall 
considerably below those in Reading. The foUowing table shows the 
number of pupils who passed in Reading alone, in Writing as well as 
in Readingy and in ail three subjects conjointly : —

102. On the 28th March last Government issued Proceedings No. 426, 

Financial, ordering that the imposition of the 
house-tax, the source from which Union Schools 
were to hâve been supported, should not proceed any further^ and that 
at the end of 1872-73 the tax should cease. During 1873-74 the 
Union Schools already sanctioned are to be maintained from unallotted 
balances of the gênerai fund of the varions cLrcles ; and, where the 
balances will not suffice, a spécial grant will be made from Provincial 
Funds to meet the deficiency. Âfber 1873-74 the schools are to be 
supported from the General Local Fund^ while Local Funds are to be 
relieved from the contribution hitherto required from them for the cosfe 
of Deputy Inspectors and Normal Schools^ which will be restimed by 
Government aa vn toto a Provincial charge. This modification of the 
policy laid down in Act IV. of 1871 has led to fear being entertained 
that funds will not be forthcoming to allow of the development of 
elementary éducation, although Government came to the conclusion 
that the arrangements contemplated would provide sufficient funds to 
carry out the schemes which hâve been matured. It is for the Board 
of Revenue to review the working of Act IV. of 1871, as that body is 
the controUing authority in regard to ail measures carried out under 
the Act ; though Local Fund Boards are the recognized managers of 
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Union Schools, subject to the gênerai contrcd of the Board of Revenue, 
8ub-committees at the différent places hâve the immédiate direction of 
the schools. A detailed list of Union Schools will be found in the 
Appendix, with pai*ticulars of attendance, receipts, and expenditure : the 
foUowing table gives a summary of the particulars : —

103. It appears that there are now 323 Union Schools^ with an 
attendance of 10,631 pupils, against 263 schools and 8,067 pupils at the 
close of 1871-72; the total expenditure has increased from Rupees 
76,484-10-8 to Rupees 1,18,699-4-3. Of the schools two belong to the 
Higher, 79 to the Middle, and 242 to the Lower Class. The Ist and 2nd 
Divisions, particularly the latter, show higher figures than those of last 
year ; this is espeçially the case in regard to expenditure ; the 3rd Divi- 
sion possesses only one school more than last year, having now seven 
Lower-Class Institutions instead of six of the Middie Class. The change 
of class was made on carrjdng out the re-classification of schools referred 
to elsewhere. The expenditure on the schools has increased consider- 
ably. The 4th Division has now 12 instead of six schools, and the 
increase of pupils more than corresponds ; the expenditure, however, is 
retumed at a trifle less than that of 1871-72. The 5th Division présents 
little change ; it continues to hâve only two schools. The 6th Division 
has 67 against 58 schools last year, and the expenditure has increased 
pretty largely. Nearly two-thirds of the Lower-Class Schools belong 
to the Ist Division. Strictly speaking Union Schools should be elemen* 
tary, and belong to the Lower Class ; exceptions hâve, however, been 
made in favor of Rate Schools and a few other institutions. To attract 
pupils two measures hâve been adopted by Local Fund Boards, both 
of which are to be regretted ; in the first place a smattering of English 
is often taught, and in the second, eitiier fées are altogether excused or 
merely nominal ones imposed. There seems reason to fear that the 
object of Government, viz., to diffuse improved elementary éducation 
among the masses, may be set aside by the machinery which has been 
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adopted to attain it ; the natives who fînd seats at Local Fund Boards 
and the leading members of the sub-committees which hâve the 
immédiate supervision of Union Schools^ are, to a large extent, officiais, 
who naturally désire to get an English éducation for their children aod 
the children of their iriends with as little expense to themselves as 
possible. Union Schools should be vemacular ones, and moderato fées 
should be charged at them ; but then it Ls questionable whether^ in the 
présent state of things, such schools would secure a fair attendance. 
104. In Government Order, Financial Department, No. 1,655, oflOth 

EffecUofRemiUGrantM I>ecember 1872, a report was called for - on the 
tm fées in indigmou» gênerai question of the efFect of results' grants in 

inducing the discontî nuance of school fées." The 
Inspectors of Schools, after cousulting theii* most experienced Deputies, 
expressed the followîng views upon the subject. Mr. Bowers believes 
that a réduction has taken place in the fées formerly paid to the teachers 
of indigenous schools, as will be seen from the following extract from a 
letter ; his Deputies also hold the same view: — " There is thus a gênerai 
agreement of opinion among the Deputy Inspectors that the masters in 
nearly ail cases get less than they did, and in some cases nothing beyond 
the grant. My own belief that such is the case rests upon what I hâve 
gathered from them, from the Inspecting Schoohnaâters, and from the 
masters in Government and Aided Schools. The latter hâve often 
complained of the effect of the Results' System Schools in drawingaway 
their scholars, as in those schools they would hâve very small or no fées 
to pay. It is very hard to leam the actual state of things when there 
exists any inducement to misrepresentation. I believe that a priori 
reasoning on the propensities and habits of the primitive Hiudu will 
conduct to a very trustworthy conclusion. We know that that indivi- 
dual will not pay any demand which he thinks he can avoid paying ; 
that he will not part with an anna which he can possibly keep ; that he 
will take every anna he can possibly lay claim to. On thèse principles 
it is easy to foresee that the people, leaming that the master receives 
money from Government for teaching their children, will be quite ready 
to believe that the Government has, with paternal liberality, satisfied 
the schoolmaster's demands, that, therefore, the parents are no longer 
liable. On the other hand, the schoolmasters, calculating that it is 
more advantageous to teach a good many boys without fées and secure 
a large grant, than to teach a few boys who pay small fées and receive 
no grant or a very trifling one, will be unwilling to drive away boys 
from their schools who represent Rupees 3 or Rupees 4 at the next 
examination for grants, especially if there has been expended nearly 
a year's labor in making them thus profitable. As their conclusions 
coïncide with so much as we can gather from expérience, I think we 
are quite safe in believing that, when the schoolmasters complain of 
the loss of their fées, they are near speaking the truth. Having begun to 
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suspect that the truth may militate against their intereets, théy will 
try to conceal it ; hence their statements about the pay ment of fées by 
almost every boy in their schools hâve to be received with caution." 
Mr. Fortey doubts if the fées hâve been reduced except in a few cases ; 
at the same time the language of two of his Deputies implies their 
belief that a réduction has occurred. Mr. Fowler thinks that little or 
no change has been made as regards the présents given to teachers on 
festivals and at particular stages of a child's éducation. The state* 
ments of his Deputies seem to point to a réduction. Mr. Bradshaw says 
that in his division the effect of results grants in reducing fées is very 
gênerai. The effect, too, is not confined to a mère réduction of the fées ; 
in some cases the fées are discontinued altogether^ while in others the 
masters supply books and slates to their scholars. Exceptions to this 
state of things are to be found (1) in large towns where éducation has 
made such progress as to be eagerly sought afker, and (2) in small 
villages where only an insignificant grant can be eamed. While Mr. 
Eershaw remarks that no instance of a réduction of fées has come under 
his observation, ail his Deputies agrée in saying that there is a gpreater 
or less réduction in every Pial School in which money fées used to be 
paid. It is estimated, but probably on insufficient data, that in one 
portion of the Presidency about half a teacher's income is derived from 
fées and présents, the other half coming from the Government grant. 
One of Mr. Kershaw's Deputies repeats a statement made elsewhere, to 
the effect that he had heard of parents claiming a portion of the Govern- 
ment grant on the plea that their children had eamed it. Mr. Garth- 
waite says he is not aware of a réduction of fées having been made in 
any school not of an indigenous type ; on this point it may be remarked 
that the question is entirely in connexion with indigenous schools, and 
does not afiect the schools of a higher stamp which receive aid under 
the results' system on the Western Coast. The Inspecter believes that 
some parents hâve discontinued the monthly money-payments formerly 
made to indigenous teachers, but he thinks that présents on festivals 
and at particular stages of a child's instruction are still given ; with 
référence to the latter, he observes that the making of such présents is 
a time-honored custom like the giving of Christmas boxes. Upon the 
whole there seems no reason to doubt that^ as the introduction of the 
results' System is gradually modifying the nature of Pial Schools, it is 
leading the parents in many cases to reduce their money payments to 
the teachers. The play of interests wîU probably set things right 
eventually ; meantime it wiU be necessary for the officers of the départ- 
ment to see that the scale of grants is not unduly bigh. 

105. From the report of the Inspecter of Sdiools, Ist Division, it

1872-73. The annexed table arranges the districts in order according 
to the nnmber of girls under instruction. Madras and Ghingleput 

still head the list, but with a diminish- 
ed number of pupils ; Tinnevelly stands 
second as before, and shows a large in. 
crease of 924 girls; and Malabar and 
Tanjore retain their places, with addi- 
tions of 427 and 299 girls respectively. 
Ail the other districts but four présent 
higher figures than they did in 1871-72, 
and the Oodavery has a much iaiger 
number, 377 in the place of 67. South 
Canara^ Salem, Nellore, and Trichi- 
nopoly présent diminished numbers- 
the diminution is insignificant in thetwo 
former and greater in the latter. The 
subjoined table shows the schoolswhich 
passed either teachers, pupil teachers, or 
pupils at the last Ceitificate Examina- 
tion. Almost ail the schools are in the 
Town of Madras ; and the only up-country school which contributed an 
appréciable number of successful candidates is Sarah Tucker's Institu-

Change in Mules for rcfi^aixliiig the regulatioDfi for needle-work grants. 

Needu^ark Granu. yj^^ subject was fully discuflsed at the conférence 

of Inspectors held in January 1872, and subsequently at a meeting 
of ladies experienced in such matters, some of whom belonged to 
missionary bodies. Ultimately Government approved of the follow- 
ing modiiied note (6) to Schedule B. of the Scheme for Résulta* Grants: — 
" In the case of Gii'ls* Schools the grants will be fifty per cent, 
higher ; a capitation grant of 1 rupee a head will also be allowed^ as 
a temporary measure, upon the average daily attendance during the 
year. In addition, grants for needle-work will be given according to 
the subjoined plan, the standards in this branch of instruction corres- 
pouding severally with those laid down for gênerai school knowledge, 
but a second grant not being claimable under the fourth standard of 
needle-work. Also a girl will not be eligible for a needle-work grant 
alone ; to secure such a grant she must obtain one for gênerai know- 
ledge.

108. In the course of last year Government decided upon making

Examinations, instead of ako împarting instruction with a view of 
enabling its students to pass those tests. The change was contem- 
plated some years ago, but there were obstacles in the way of introduc- 
ing it. For some time afber the department was established, éduca- 
tion was very scautily di£Eused, a&d it was necessary to give gênerai 
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instruction as well as professional training to Normal Students ; 
circumstances are now very différent, and there is no longer any reason 
for making the Normal School do the work of a CoUegiate or Higher 
Glass Institution. At my request Colonel Macdonald, when aeting for 
me in 1872-73, brought the matter before Government. In his letter 
No. 1,648, of the Ist August last, the Aeting Director went into the 
subject with much caa-e ; and, beside pointing out the disadvantages pf 
the existing System, he dwelt very forcibly upon the necessity of 
improving the prospects of trained students. Government, in their 
Order No. 286, of the 5th October 1872, approved generally of ^Colonel 
Macdonald's proposais ; and in a letter No. 358, of the 14th February 
last^ I suggested arrangements for bringing into opération the plan 
already generally approved. This letter is still under the considem- 
tion of Government ; but, pending the receipt of an order, the sugges- 
tions made in it, régarding the re-constitution of the Normal School, 
hâve been carrîed out. A considérable portion of the correspondence 
adverted to above will be found in Mr. Fowler's annual report given 
in the Appendix. 

109. The Madras Normal School undoubtedly failed most grievously 
at the late University Examinations ; but this may be attributed, in 
some measure, to its being known that a discussion was going on 
régarding its future constitution. Also the results were no doubt 
affected by the changes which occurred in the head mastership. Still, 
making allowance for the injurions influences above specified, the out- 
tum of work at the University Examinations cannot but be termed 
discreditable. Of 17 students who went up to the F.A. Examination 
only two passed ; also the single pupil sent up to the Matriculation 
Examination from the Practising School proved unsuccessiul. Mr. 
Fowler inspected the school in August and September 1872, and the 
young men gave lessons before him, acquitting themselves tolerably 
welL The note-books had been regularly kept, but the notes did not 
appear to be of much value. The Inspector remarks that, under the 
new System, in which professional training is to occupy its proper 
place, improvement in this and other kindred matters may be expected* 
During the year 12 students took up masterships with salaries 
ranging from Rupees 60 to Rupees 25 per mensem. The Principal 
of the school observes that the number of appointments compares 
favorably with those of preceding years, being greater than that of any 
year since 1867-68, when 13 students were provided with situations. 

110. The Vizagapatam Normal School was inspected by Mr. Fowler 
Normal School of Viza- in September 1872, when the students acquitted 

gapatam, themselves fairly in the professional portion of 

32 their work; an unfavorable report is, however, 
Practising School . . 69 made of the state of the Practising School. 
The Matriculation Examination was attended by 10 of the pupils,

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«nd ilie Teacliers' Certificate Test by 15 candidates fora fourth, and 
12 for a fifth grade certificate ; of thèse youths six were successful 
at Matriculation^ 7 obtained a fourth, and 12 a fifth grade certificate. 
Thèse results are satisfieuîtory. During the year 10 students passed 
•out of the school and took up masterships earrying salaries of front 
Bupees 20 to Bupees 40 per mensem. 

111. The Mangalore Normal Scheol has hitherto net been successful 
jk^ormai Sehooi of Mtwffa- as a training institution^ although it has done 

^^^' very fair work, under its présent head in pass- 

Non^Stud^tfl .*.' 19 iûg pupils at examinations. The master has 
Practiaing School. . wi ^ad hig attention calfed to the fact that his duty 
is ûot to prépare youths for University Examinations, but to form a 
hody of really efiScient teachers. The numbers that passed the 
Matriculation, fourth grade^ and fifth grade tests were last year seven» 
four, and one respectively, being in every case lower than those for 
1871-75. 

112. The plan which has been laid down for the Madras Normal 
Normal School of School is to be followed at the newly-established 

CaiieîtL CaJicut Normal School, which has taken the place 

Normal stùdente .'. 22 o^ the training department of the old Cannanore 
Practiaing School.. i-os Normal School. The InspectoT is making every 

effort to seoure tiiat the students shall reçoive a sound professional 
training. Of the 22 students, 13 are matriculated, four hâve passed 
the fourth and two the fifth grade ; some are untrained schoolmasters 
«ent in by the Calicut Local Fund Board. 

113. The amount of success obtained by the Vellore Normal School 

at the Teachers' Certificate Examination last year 

Mas^ ^. . . .* « ^^ '^^ satisfactory. Of five pupils who tried for 
Normal Students 24 ^ fourth grade certificate, two were altogether 
^^^ rejected, and the other three were passed only for 

the fifth grade. Out of seven candidates for a fifbh grade certificate, 
aix were successful. At inspection, which took place shortly after the 
Certificate Examination, Mr. Fowler found that the school had some* 
what deteriorated ; he also had to report a grave irregularity on the 
part of the head master, which led^to that teacher's résignation, Dur- 
ing 1872-73, nine of the pupils were appointed to posts earrying 
fialaries of from 6 to 16 rupees per mensem. 

114. Last year nine students from the Trichinopoly Normal School 
Normal Sehooi of Trichi- took up appointmonts with salaries ranging firom 

nopoii/, Rupees 7 to Eupees 20 ; of the above number 

N^^ Students." 27 only five were actually students at the time of 
Pïactiflmg School. 189 jj^eir appointment^ the others having left on com- 
pletîng their training and waited for a demand for their services. 
There are now 10 more who hâve left and are waiting for employment. 
At the Certificate Examination the school presented 10 candidates for 
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the fonrih and 16 for the fiflh grade ; of the former^ four passed for 
ihe grade sought by them^ and iive were given certificates of the fifth 
grade only ; ail who iinderwent examînation for a fifth grade certificate 
were succesaful. Notwitbsianding the partial £Ekilure of some of the 
iburth grade candidates, the resuit must be regarded as creditable. 
The traming of the students appears to hâve been condueted satisfac- 
iorily. 

115. The Government Nonnal Class at Nursapur Central School has 
NorwuU cuuê of Nurêm- ^^> ^ ^^ experiment, a Local Fund Board 

^^' Tralning School for Union Teachers placed in 

conxiexion with it. At the last Certificate Examination, one student 
passed for the fourth and five for the fifbh grade. Mr. Bowers remarks 
ihat the chief drawback to the class is the time which often elapses 
before a normal pupil who has finished his training can be posted to a 
mastership. Indueements were offered to Pial Schoolmasters to join 
the Trainii^ School of th& Local Fund Soard^ and some of the younger 
men came into attendanee* The school opened in January last with 29 
students, holding scholarships of Rupees 3 each. 

116, The normal class at Russelcondah was reformed in January 
jybrwm/ ciattffSwtffi- ^t, when certain youtbs, selected by the late 

••'^*- Acting Inspecter during hi» tour on the hills, 

were admitted. The introducticm of hill students removes the defect 
moticed by Colonel Macdonald m the Report on Public Instruction for 
1871-72. The new pupils are better prepared than the former batch, 
and the Inspector considers they are likely to secure certificates in 
1874. An arrangement requires to be made to enable the Normal 
Students to practise teaehing.

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118. The Govemment Female Normal Sehool bas now been at work 
Ooverftnwtt Female ^^ upwards of two years. In December last 

Normal Sehool, jf p, Fowler, with the assistance of bis Deputy, 

examined the pupils very carefully, and sent in a full report upon tbe 
résulta of tbe examination. Tbe Inspector's report will be found 
quoted in bis annual report given in tbe Appendix. At tbe time of 
inspection tbere were 10 pupils^ 5 Tandis and 5 Telugus ; owing to a 
defect in tbe organization of tbe sehool, for wbicb it was difBcult to 
find a remedy, tbe Telugu pupils were under a disadvantage in 
baving to leam Tamil in order to receive instruction in non-language 
subjects tbrougb tbe médium of that language. Generally the progress 
made proved that Miss Bain had done her utmost to bring tbe pupils 
forward ; at the same time that progress was absolutely small in consé- 
quence of the inferiority of the material on wbicb tbe Superintendent 
bad to work, and tbe varions other difficulties sbe had to encounter. 
Tbe Inspector remarks as follows in paragrapb 20 of bis report on the 
sehool : — 

" I bave no doubt tbat tbe présent Superintendent, witb tbe assist- 
ance that sbe bas or tbat is available, could conduct a Female Normal 
Sehool witb success, but tbere must be the material to work upon. A 
committee of native gentlemen bas not been able to obtain tbat 
material in sufficient quantity, and I certainly cannot prétend to sug- 
gest a plan for doing so." Four of tbe pupils attended tbe Certificate 
Examination in August lasfc, and one passed ; tbe others^ beside 
answering poorly in Geography, failed entirely in Aritbmetic. For 
tbree montbs tbe Superintendent was on sick leave owing to severe 
and repeated attacks of dengue ; during her absence Mrs. Exemmer, 
the wife of a German missionary, was placed in charge of tbe scbooL 
In an Order No. 96, of tbe 26tb Marcb last, passed upon a letter 
addressed by me to tbe Chief Secretary, and giving cover to papers 
showing tbe work of tbe sehool in 1872, Government remarked that 
tbe scbool ^^ was still a doubtful experiment, notwitbstanding tbe 
care and attention tbat bave been bestowed upon it by Miss Bain." 
At tbe same time tbe Govemor in Council considered that tbe pro- 
gress made, though not marked, was bopeful. 

119. It may be mentioned tbat Miss Carpenter, wbose visit to 
Madras may be set down as tbe main cause of tbe estabUsbment of tbe 
scbool, sent out in 1872 a number of little présents for girls' scbools, 
among wbicb tbe Female Normal Scbool was one. 

120. During tbe current officiai year I bave felt it my duty lo 
recommend Government to close tbe scbool ; tbe matter is only briefly 
aJluded to bere, as it will be noticed at length in tbe report for 1873-74. 

121. Tbe accompanying table shows tbe chief points* connected 
^ , ^, , c. r , "^î^^ ^^^ working of Private Normal Scbools 

during the yeai- under review : — 
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The English Institution at Palamcottah, supported by the Churcb 
Miasionary Society, bas a training department attached to it. At 
inspection the results afforded by the senior classes were more or less 
satisfiguîtory, except in Mathematics, in which they were exceptionally 
bad ; in the lower classes Arithmetic, History, and Geography were 
unsatisfactory. The institution sent up nine candidates to the Matric* 
ulation Examination, of whom five were successfdl ; out of 13 who 
went up for a fourth grade certificate four passed, and five others were 
allowed a certificate of the fifbh grade ; 17 were examined for a certifi- 
cate of the fifbh grade, and 13 were successful. Thèse results may be- 
regarded as very fair upon the whole, notwithstanding the failure» 
among the fourth grade candidates. The Vemacular Training Institu- 
tion of the same society at Palamcottah is reckoned a séparât^ institu* 
tion. When Mr. Eershaw examined the pupils, he found Arithmetic 
to be weak throughout the school, and the youths appeared to hâve 
been pushed on too fast. The school was very successful at the exami* 
nation for teachers' certîficates ; 13 pupils offered themselves as candi- 
dates for a certificate of the fifbh grade, and 12 passed. In the course 
of the year six students took up appointments. When the Gospel 
Society's Seminary at Sawyerpuram was examined, the résulta were 
creditable. The weakest points seemed to be Euclid and Arithmetic ; 
but even in thèse subjects the Inspecter considered the school to be 
'*rather above the average of other schools." An extremely large 
number of pupils sought certîficates ; nine presented themselves at the 
Matriculation Examination, 21 came up for a certificate of the fourth, 
and 50 for one of the fifth grade ; of the candidates, three passed at 
Matriculation, two secured certificates of the fourth, and 23 certificates 
of the fifth grade. Belatively to the number of examinées, the resuit» 
are not satisfactoiy, though taken absolutely they are not much amiss ; 
it seems clear that sufficient care was not exercised in selecting candi- 
dates to compote at the examinations. In the course of the year 15 
pupils passed out and took up teacherships. Comparing the work of 
the two Church Missionary Institutions at Palamcottah and that of the 
Gospel Sodety's Seminary at Sawyerpuram, Mr. Eershaw points out 
that '' the outtum of qualified teaohers is greater, for the Government 
money spent on it in the single institution of the Gospel Society than 
in the two institutions of the Church Missionary Society, since, in the 
latter case, more than twice the money is received and only four more 
teachers are produced." As th^e were no materials for a normal 
class, the Church Mission Training School at Masulipatam was left in 
abeyance in 1872, the normal master being permitted, aa a tempo* 
rary arrangement, to lend assistance to the Noble Mémorial School. 
The Practising School was inspected by Mr. Kershaw. The Inspecter 
remarks that '' copy-writing is more carefiilly and systematically 
taught in this school than in any other in the Northern Circars. The 
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«opy books are modela of neatness and cleaDliness^ and the hand-writing 
both English and Telugu, is very good." The Training Institution at 
Dindigul of the Christian Vemacular Education Society is intended 
toturn out only elementary or fifth grade teachers, but a little English 
bas been lately introduced into the curriculum. It will be seen that 
nine out of 13 candidates passed last year for the fiflh grade ; the 
Inspector reports that the whole of the 13 hâve been provided with 
appointments. The European Training Master, who has been for some 
years at the heàd of the institution, has gone home on leave ; during 
his absence a temporary arrangement has been made for the superin- 
tendence of the school, but the Government Scholarships hâve been 
discontinued. Sarah Tucker^s Training Institution sent up 19 girls for 
certificates of the third grade, and passed 15 ; in fact, takingmerely the 
aggregate number of passed candidates without regard to grade, the 
institution contributed neajrly one-third of the whole number of suc- 
cessful candidate school mistresses for~the Presidency. The institution 
is doing good work ; but it seems doubtful if employment can be 
provided for ail the pupils as they pass out. 
122. An examination for Teachers' Certificates was held in August 
Erttminêiûmfor Têoeh- 1872 at 28 stations in the usual mann^r. The 
m' Certi/tcate». candidates numbered 1,884 maies and 226 females, 

against 940 maies and 118 females in 1871-72 ; 371 maies and 47 
females were successful^ against 471 maies and 78 females in the preced- 
ing year. In February 1873, 14 Ooriya candidates, one for the fourth 
and 13 for the fifbh grade, were examined by the Inspector of Schools 
for the Ist Division ;of thèse five passed for the fifbh grade. The 
Inspector for the Presidency Division, whohad the management of the 
gênerai examination, in noticing the large number of fidlures among 
the fourth grade candidate masters^ remarks as foUows : — ** It is évident 
that numbers must hâve presented themselves utterly unprepared." 
It seems advisable that a fîirther step should be taken to restrict the 
number of candidate masters ; perhaps the best plan would be to 
demand a fee in the case of aU maie candidates except those trained 
in approved Normal Schools. The particulars of the gênerai examina- 
tion for différent localities are given in the foUowing table. The 
2nd Division still shows to great disadvantage as regards the number 
of passed candidates ; it is noticeable also that 43 out of 47 successful 
female candidates belong to Madras and Tinnevelly : —

IX. — Other Schools. 

123. Towards the close of last ofEciaJ year Dr. Alexander HuDter, 

HO long Superintendent of the Sehool of Arts, 
re^gned his appointment. In submitting his 
résignation to Government, I suggested that a gentleman specially 
trained in the Kensington Sehool of Arts^ and if possible with some 
Indian expérience, should be secured as Dr. Hunter's successor. I also 
recommended that Qovemment should appoint a committee of five or six 
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gentlemen, fairly acquainted with the différent branches of art taughi 
in the school, and who had taken an interest in its opérations during 
past years^ to examine into the gênerai system of work in the institution» 
the benefici&l effects which hâve resulted firom its existence, and the 
changes which might be introduced into it with advantage. Govern- 
ment accepted Dr. Hunter's résignation^ and in the Order of acceptance 
placed on record the high sensé entertained by them " of Dr. Hunter's 
marked dévotion to the work which he undertook when he organized 
the school in 1852, and which he has continued since then to superin^^ 
tend uninterruptedly at a veiy considérable pecuniary sacrifice." 
Government also appointed a committee to report upon the school in 
accordance with my recommendation; the Acting Superintendent, Major 
W. S. Hunt, undertook to officiate as Secretary to the Committee. 
Towards the close of the year an inter-provincial exhibition of the 
designs and works of art produced in Indian Art Schools was held at 
Calcutta with the object of giving an additional stimulus to artistic 
development. Dr. Hunter attended the exhibition with some of his 
teachers and pupils, and sent or took with him for view various articles, 
not only from the Madras School of Arts, but from other quarters. 

X. BOOKS. 

124'. The Registrar of Books, in his report upon the work of 1872-73, 

points out that about the middle of the year an 
Order of Government was issued cancelling the 
previous notification, under which mère reprints without altération had 
been excluded from the opération of the Registration Act; the resuit of 
the change was a slight increase during the latter half of the year of 
publications presented for registration. The total number of books 
registered in 1872-73 was 887, against 866 in the previous year; the 
copyinght was secured in the case of 92 of the works, while the 
corresponding number in 1871-72 was 82.

129. Duringthe year 50 Printihg Presses appearto Bave been at 
jy^^^^ ^ work ; 35 of them under native management. The 

Begistrar remarks that some of the Native Presses 
Bave surpassed: the establishments under European and Ëast Indian 
management in the quantity of work tumed out ; in this respect tha 
Scpttish Press, now under native management, stands first. The Kala- 
ratnakaram Press is commended for the good qjiality of its Vemacular 
printing. 

130. A detaiied account of the opérations of the Book Department 

ih 1872-73 will be found in a report from the 
Curatoi- of Government Books, which is given in 

the Âppendix. Government hâve fi*equently expressed a désire that. 
the department should be made self-supporting; in previous years only 
an approximation was made to such- a state of things^ but in the year 
under review the end wascompletely attained» This resuit is attributable 
to an expansion in the opérations of the department^ to- increased 
economy in printing charges and the purchase of paper, and to the 
transfer to Local Fund Boaxds of the work of distributing the books. 
required by them for the elementary schools under their control. 

131 . The printing work included the bringing out of 261,723 copies,. 
, . being.reprints of 18 books, maps, and arithmetical 

tables, of which the aggregate dépôt value was 
Rupees 32,580-10-0 ; of the publications one was £nglish, eight were 
Tamil, seven Telegu, and two Canarese. The prime cost was Bupees. 
19,803-10-0, consequently the dépôt priées secured a profit of about. 
65 per cent. In 1871-72 the work consisted of 93,350 copies of books^ 
valued at 11,700 rupees.

132. The books and maps purchased in Indîa and in England were 

82,360 in number, of the aggregate dépôt value 
of Rupees 33,564-4-10 ; the prime cost was Rapees 

24,149-12-10, consequently the profit was ahout 39 per cent. 

133. While in 1871-72 the sales amounted to 184,615 books, valued 

at Rupees 49,529-4-9, in 1872-73 they rose to 
274,364 books, valued at Rupees 64,563-8-9. The 

increase in the number of books sold is more than 48 per cent., and that 
in the amount realized exceeds 30 per cent. The following table afibrds 
a comparison in détail for the two years : —

134. In paragraph 19 of the Curator's report is given s statement 
Sales to Loeai Fund showing the sales of books to Local Fund Boards. 

^^*''*'*- It appears that the value of books thus sold was 

Rupees 12,461-6-9, and that the largest purchases were made at Nellore, 
Calicut, Mangalore, and Kumool. 

135. The total charges of the Book Department, including those 

provided for in the Budget, were Rs. 61,051-7-4, 
while the receipts amounted to Rupees 64,008-13-0> 

thus a balance of profit remained at the close of the year of Rupees 
2,957-5-8. While the department is to be made self-supporting, ita 
object is not to realize a profit, but to promote éducation by distri- 
buting school books ; the profit must, therefore, be absorbed in improv- 
ing the books published, and in lowering their priées. The total cost 
of the department may be divided under the following heads : —

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136. Tlie vemacular maps of the several districts, which are required 

for elementary schools, hâve been for the most 
part completed and issue d for sale. The maps of 
Coimbatore and Bellary are passing through the press ; when they 
hâve been issued^ the only ones remaining will be those of Ganjam 
and Vizagapatam, the prepai*ation of which has been attended with 
much difficulty, owing to want of information about the zemindaiy 
estâtes and imsurveyed tracts included in them. 

137. Several complaints hâve been made about the working of the 

Su Ui of B hê from *rr*°g^ïïi®ï^** ^^^ ^^ forcc for obtaining books 
Engiand, through the Stores Department of the India 

Office, and it would appear that a disadvantage, not an advantage, has 
resulted from the introduction of the new System. 

138. The work of the Book Department has been efficiently con- 
ducted throughout the year, but from the reports of the Inspectors it 
appears that the arrangements of many of the Local Fund Boards to 
secure the distribution of books ctmong the elementary schools under 
their control are in great need of improvement. 

139. The formation of a sonnd vemacular literature is a matter of 
FormatUm ofa Vema' °^^*^^ importance now that vigorous efforts are 

euiar Literature, being made to difiuse elementary éducation. Such 

a literature must be mainly of natural growth if it is to hâve a hold 
upon the feelings of the people ; but its production may be accele- 
rated by judicious encouragement. It must be owned that very 
little is being done in this Presidency in the way of forming a 
vemacular literature ; those natives who hâve received a fair 
éducation seem, as a gênerai rule, to feel little interest in their own 
language. The Madras School Book and Vemacular Literature Society 
has for one of its objects the formation of a Vemacular Literature ; it 
receives an annual grant from Government of Rupees 2,000. Besides 
bringing out interesting little works from time to time, the Society 
publishes a monthly periodical in Tamil, bearing the title of " Janavino- 
dinni/' the price of which is 2 annas a copy. From the first issue of 
the periodical some three or four years ago up to the 31st December 
1872, the total amount derived from its sale was Rupees 515-6-0, while 
the total expenditure in connexion with it was Rupees 4,273-7-0. It 
is clear that the Society must rest satisfied with very slow progress ; 
as has been remarked in a former report, there is little reason to 
expect that natives who are acquainted with English will seek in a 
vemacular publication the information which they can obtain more 
fully and more clearly in an English one, while for years to come the 
masses will adhère to their own indigenous literature, however imper- 
fect and even objectionable it may be. 

140. In 1872 Mr. Bumell, of the Civil Service, whose repute as a 
Sanskrit scholar is widely spread, proposed to Government that assist- 
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ance should be gîven to authors inbringing oui valuable works on Saa- 
skrit and Indian philology. This proposai was referred to me, and I 
was desiredto report uponr it after communication with the Vemacular 
Literature Soeîety. In reporting upon the subjeet, I submitted a 
letter from the Secretary to the Soeiety, and supported the views put 
forward by that body as to the mannes* in whicb- Government should 
aid authors. It was-reconmiended tha^ Government should set aside 
annually Rupees 8,000 far encouragement of Oriental Literature, and 
that requests for help^on the part of authors should be referred through 
the Director of Publiclnstrucfcioo to tiie Society for inquiry and report. 
At the same time it wbjs explained that the Society was strengthening 
itself by inviting gentlemen of oriental attainments tajom it, either 
as ordinary or as corresponding members, in order that it might hold- 
such a position as would justify Government and the public in regarding. 
it as a suitable body to décide on the claims of authors.. The order 
passed upon my letter intimated that Government could not sanction 
the proposed expenditure. It is to be hoped that some plan will be 
devised for aiding authors in bringing out literaiy works of real value^ 
but of such a character as to be unremunerative. Unlike the case iu' 
the other Presidencîes, there is no provision made in this Presidency 
for the encouragement of authors. 

XI. — Finance. 

141. The acoompanying table gives the amounts realized in schoolp 

fées for the last five years, The figures for 
(iovernment Institutions mark an advance of 
nearly 65 per cent., due to two separate augmentations of rates ; those 
for private institutions show a much greater increase, but implicit con- 
fidence cannot be placed in the amounts returned by the managers of 
Lower-Class Schools. The figures for Middle-Class Schools indicate 
that the sum obtained in fées is disproportionately small compared 
with the total cost of the institutions ; tbis^ is undoubtedly the truth^ 
although it is possible that in the case of such schools, as in that of 
schools of the Lower CJass, the sums returned by managers may be* 
incorrect. Under existing rules, the fées collected in Government 
schools are paid in full into the treasury, consequently the whole- 
amount is a set-off against the expenditure incurred for such institu- 
tions : —

The late date at which the printing of this report, with its appendices, 
has been completed, and the namerous important educational questions 
which ha?e been decided or brought nnder discussion since the close of the 
period to which it relates, render it unnecessary for Government now to 
do more than briefly review the progress of educational opérations during 
the year. 

2. The increase in the number of schools throughout the Fresidency 

was 2^379 and in the number of 
students 56,862, the total number of 
schools of each class and the number 
of students attending them in the 
year under reriew being as shown in 
the marginal abstract. The districts 
which showed the greatest advance 
were Tanjore, Malabar, Kistna, North Arcot, Tinnevelly, Bellary, and 
South Arcot ; the increase being chiefly in lower-class schools, of which 
Local Fund Boards or Municipalities supported or aided no less than 4,081, 
with 110,078 pupils against 2,361 schools and 63,898 pupilsîn 1871-72. 

The race and sex of the pupils 
attending the Tarions schools is 
shown in the margin, the number of 
boys studying English being 51,417 
and the number of girls 3,070. 
3. The proportion of students to

Yizagapatam. The proportion for the whole Fresidency was t-Jt> or -^e 
of the boys under twenty and rïr of the girls under twel?e years of âge. 
4. Of 1,530 candidates who presented themselves for the If atriculation 
Examination 611 passed, the numbers in 1871-72 being 1,419 and 492 ; 
BO that the year under review shows not only an advance of twenty-four 
per cent, in the number of passed candidates, but an increase of 5*3 in 
the percentage which the number of those who passed bears to the total 
number of candidates. 
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5. In the case of the F.A. Examination, however, there was a decrease 
of twenty per cent, in the number of candidates who passed, while the 
percentage which they bore to the number presenting themselves for 
examination fell from 47*3 to 31*7. The falling off in the number of 
passed candidates is more remarkable in the case of Government than of 
private institutions, the percentage of decrease being 25*9 and 15*4, 
respectively. The Director of Public Instruction offers no explanation 
in the case of the F.A. Examination ; but the decrease of 44*6 per cent* 
in tho number passing the B.A. Examination is fullj explained by the 
fact that the course had been extended from three to four years, so that 
the candidates really consisted of waifs and strays, as the Director styles 
them, many of whom had failed at previous examinations. Out of eight 
candidates presenting themselves for the B.L. Examination, four obtained 
the requisite standard of qualification, as did also the single candidate 
who appeared for the degree of M.A. Five candidates qualified for the 
degree of £€.£., and one candidate obtained the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine. The net cost to Government of the University was Rupees 
16,633. 

6. At the Presidency Collège there was a decrease in the cost per pupil 
in the collège départ ment, but a large increase in the school départ- 
ment. The attendance was one less than in the year 1871-72, while six 
more pupils passed the Matriculation or F.A. Examinations. As above 
explained, there was necessarily a considérable decrease in the number 
who passed the B.A. Examination. At the Combaconum Collège the 
total cost per pupil in both departments was higher than in 1871-72, 
but there was a considérable decrease in the cost to Government per 
pupil in the school department. There was an increase of nine in the 
fittendance and of fifteen in the number who paased the Matriculation 
Sxamination, but a decrease of eleven in the number who passed the F.A. 
Examination. At the Central Institution of the Free Chorch of Scotland 
Mission 30*2 per cent, of the scholars passed the Matriculation, 9*3 per 
cent, the F.A., and 5*8 per cent, the B.A. Examination—- results which 
do not fall far below the measure of success obtained by the Presidency 
Collège, except in the case of the F.A. Examination. The number of 
pupils passing the University Examinations compared with the attendance 
at the Doveton Collège speaks well for the character of the instruction 
imparted ; but, as remarked by the Director, the institution is undoubt- 
edly an expensive one, and the Government observe that the inspection 
results were not considered very favorable. 

7. Including the schoxd departments of the above, which are usually 
termed collèges, and excluding the Madrasa^i-Azam, transferred in the 
course of the year to the middle class, the number of higher-class schools 
was fifty-three as in the preceding year ; but there was a decrease of nine 
in the number of pupils, owing to a falling off in the attendance at the 
Poveton Girls* Higher-class School, which was the only institution of tbe 
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kind in the Presîdency during the year under review. The distribution 
of the collèges and higher-class schools and a few other particulars are 
ehown in the subjoined table. In the case of the collèges, the informa- 
tion given below refers only to the sehool departments, and Local Fund 
schools are treated as Goyemment institutions : — 
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8. The financial results of the sehool department of the Combaconum 
Collège and of the Zillah Sehool, Salem, are very satisfactory, the cost 
to Government of the éducation of eacb pupil having been only Rupees 
3-15-6 and Rupees 2-15-0, respectively, the minimum amongst Govern» 
ment institutions in 1871-72 having been Rupees 7-13-0 in the sehool 
department of the Combaconum Collège, while the sehool department of 
the Mangalore Provincial Sehool foUowed at Rupees 10-7-11. In the case 
of sehool departments of collèges, it may be open to question whèther 
the work could hâve been done se cheaply if the institutions had been 
independent^ and ezplanation is desired on the point. No such objection^ 
however, can be raised with regard to the Salem sehool where the 
realizations from fées were so great as to bring down the cost to Govern-^ 
ment of the éducation of each pupil to Rupees 2-15-0, or less than half 
the minimum in the aided schools of the same class, which amounted ta 
Rupees 6-14-7 in the case of St. Mary's Roman-Catholic Seminary^ 
Black Town. At the same time, it is to be observed that, as a rule» the 
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G. o., dated ]8th educatian of each pupil in a Government school 
June 1874, No. 220. ^^g^g Govemment considerably more than in aided 

schools. The suligect^ howeverj will not bepursued further hère, as infor-^ 
mation has already been called for in a separate order. 

9. With regard to the private schools of the higher class ennmeiuted in 
Appendix B, it is observed that in the case of ten ont of the thirty-two 
therein mentioned, the Govemment grants and the receipts from feea 
together amounted to more than three-foorths of the cost of the schools, 
vhile the receipts of the Hinda Anglo- Vernacular School, Tinnevelly, 
from thèse two sources exceeded the expenditare for the year by Rupees 
92, and only fell short of it by Bupees 5 in the case of the Central 
School, Nursapore. The cost to Govemment of educating each pupil in 
the Falghaut Higher-class Local Fund School, as shown in Appendix B, is 
only Bupees 12-1-3 ; but this only represents the cost to Provincial 
Funds, the actual cost to the tax-payer being Bupees 29-15-1, or higher 
than that of any Zillah school, with the single exception of that at 

Pftge 366 of the Kumool. The attention of the Director of Public 
report. Instmction and of the Local Fund Boardis called 

to this point with especial référence to Mr. Garthwaite's remarks on 
parsimony in the expenditure. The entries in connexion with this school 
and with that of the Scddapett Local Fund School hâve attracted the 
attention of Government to the fact that the Municipal and Local Fund 
schools are treated in the appendices and throughout the report as 
private institutions. This, however, is only correct as regards the 
educational department and the educational budget. From the stand- 
point of the tax-payer and the gênerai public, schools under the manage- 
ment of a Local or Municipal Board, and deriving their support from 
local taxation, are as much public institutions as any other, and they 
should be classified apart from the private institutions in the retums 
connected with Appendix B accompanying future reports. The classifi- 
cation of ail the varions schools, moreover, should be arranged so as to 
enable Govemment to ascertain without difficulty the number of pupils 
from the town and rural population respectively. 

10. The number of middle-class schools rose from 494 to 503, and

1871-72, while the amount paid as resuit grants fell from Rupeès 
23,646 to Bupees 21,273. It is difficult to reconcile thèse figures 
taken from Appendix A, No. XYI., with the fact that the marginal tables 
in the body of the report show a considérable falling off in the number of 
schools aided on other than the resuit System ; but it is presumed that it 
is partly owing to a portion of the grants having been paid on account of 
the previous year, while some of the results grants eamed were only paid 
in the year 1873-74. The decrease in the number of salary-grant 
schools above alluded to appears to hâve been due, in most cases, to the 
adoption of a stricter classification which led to the transfer of a considér- 
able number of schools from the middle to the lower class, and this is 
especially noticeable in the districts of Tanjore, South Arcot, Oodavery, 
and Salem. In Malabar, however, out of an increase of nine in the 
number of middle-class schools of ail kinds, only four were result- 
grant schools. 

11. It is observed that the minimum cost to Government of the pupils 
educated in the Government schools of the middle class was Bupees 1-13-2 
at the Taluq School, Srirungam, and the maximum, Bupees 35-2-9, at 
the Taluq School, Gunupore (exclusive of the Madrasa-i-Azam, which was 
only transferred from the hîgher class in the course of the year). The 
average was Bupees 17-13-2. Amongst private schools of the middle 
class aided by Government, the minimum cost to Government of each 
pupil was Bupees 0-2-10, and the maximum Bupees 92-5-9, * exclusive 

* Lawrence AByium, ^^ Municipal and Local Fund .schools, which, as 
Ootaoamand. above remarked, the Government do not look upon 

in the light of private aided institutions. In seven only of the private 
aided schools of the middle class, shown in Appendix B, was the cost to 
Government of each pupil below the minimum in a Government school, 
but it was not above the average in more than five instances. From 
Appendix A, No. XIY., which deals specially with Local Fund schools 
under the old name of '' Union Schools," the Government gather that in 
1872-73 there were seventy-nine Local Fund and Municipal schools of 
the middle class, of which fifty received aid &om Provincial Funds, 
and were probably chiefiy old rate schools established under Act VI. of 
1863. The remarks contained in paragraph 96 of the Director*s report 
on the unsatisfactory state of middle-class éducation are not encouraging^ 
but Government are inclined to agrée vrith him in believing that the 
objections against making any increase to the number of existing exami* 
nations are so great as to preclude the adoption of the proposai to find a 
remedy in the introduction of a new gênerai examination for the middle- 
class standard. The Govemor in Gouncil will be prepared to consider 
the case of any school in which the Director of Public Instruction wouldl 
recommend on account of bad management the withdrawal of the grant. 

12. The only schools of the lower class supported from Provincial 
Funds were sixteen schools in the hill tracts of Ganjam, where there is no 
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Local Fund Board» a spécial school for tbe Yen&dis in the Nellore Dia- 
trict» and four spécial scfaools for Mahomedans established during the 
year at Adoni, Kumool, Cuddapah, and Nagore. Tbe latter bad been 
establisbed for too short a time to permit of any conclusions being drawn 
from tbeir working during tbe year under review. Tbe attendance at 
tbe former was satisfactory. 

13. Tbe Local Fund and Municipal scbools of tbe lower class numbered 
242 in 1872-73 against 185 in 1871-72. Tbe increase in tbe number of 
tbese elementary scbools in tbe différent divisions is sbown below : — 
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14. Tbe total absence of scbools of tbe kind in tbe 5tb Division, and 
tbe small number to be found in some of tbe otbers is not explained in tbe 
report ; but it is doubtless, owing in some degree to tbe opinion beld in 
Bome quarters, tbat tbe extension of tbe System of results grants is 
préférable to tbe establishment of lower-class scbools supported entirely 
from Local Funds. From tbe statement given in Âppendix A, No. XIV.» 
it may be gatbered tbat tbe average cost of a Local Fund elementary 
Bcbool in tbe varions educational divisions \?as as foUows : —

15. No explanation is given of tbe great diversity ; but, as ail tbe 
acbools in tbe 2nd and 3rd Divisions were establisbed during tbe year, 

it is probable tbat tbe cost of fumiture, and 
possiblyof buildings also, isincluded in theabove 
figures. From tbe eame statement, it would 
appear tbat tbe average attendance in scbools of 
tbe kind in tbe varions divisions was as sbown 
in the margin. The bigb average in tbe 4th 
Division is owing to tbe inclusion of scbools in tbe Taz\jore Municipality 
with an attendance varying from 130 to 182. Turning to Appendix B— 
Private Scbools of the Lower Glass^ — in wbicb retum Local Fund and 
Municipal scbools are also entered, it appears, according to the figurea 
there given, tbat the cost to Local . Funds in tbirty-two scbools in the 
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Nursapore Taluq was only ten pies per head, — an obvîonsly absurd cntry 
as tbeschools were supported entirely by Local Funds without the levy of 
fées, and the total cost per head is shown at Rupees 5-9-10. The Direc» 
tor is requested to call particular attention to errors of this kind. They 
are very apt to arise with elaborate returns, such as those submitted with 
this report if they are merely prepared mechanically without the résulta 
shown being carefully considered. The maximum and minimum cost 

Maximum. Mînimam. P^r pupil to Local Funds in the Local 

Fund elementary schools in the vari- 
ons districts is shown in the margin 
as far as can be gathered from Âppen- 
dix B. In the case of Ganara, the cost 
to the Local Boards usually appears as considerably in excess of the total 
cost, 80 that the préparation of the retum is obviously defective. In 
regard to thèse figures, full allowance' must be made for the additional 
cost per pupil, which must always be expected in schools in the rural 
tracts as compared with Municipal schools, and the necessity which for 
the présent exists of keeping down the fées in outlying village schools. 
The question raiscd by the Director regarding the advisability of permit- 
ting the rudiments of Ënglish to be taught in Local Fund elementary 
schools is under considération separately. 

16. The bulk of the aided private schools of the lower çlass being on

which draw salary grants require 
no remark, beyond noticing the 
fact that the total amount ex- 
pended in salary grants to schools 
of that claâs was Es. 1,091-15-6. 
The marginal table gives a brief 
abstract of the working of the 
System during the year under re- 
view as compared with the pré- 
viens year, the différence between 
the grants sanctioned and the 
grants paid being owing to somo 
of the amounts sanctioned in one year being drawn in another. The 
schools are not classified in the spécial results grants returns ; but from 
Appendix B it may be gathered that there were seventy-four schools of 
the middle class aided on the results System. 

17. The sum sanctioned from Provincial Funds on account of thèse 
schools amounted to Bupees 27,413 which, with an attendance of 3,255, 
gives an average of Rupees 8-6-9 per pupil. This leaves 3,174 schools of 
the lower class, with an attendance of 86,565, for which a grant of Rupees 
1,18^664 was sanctioned firom Local and Manidpal Fonds, being at

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21. The opérations in the Normal Schools doring the year nnder review 
Mil for little remark. It is hoped that it may soon be foond practicable 
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to extend to the Normal Schools in the Provinces the improved organisa- 
tion lately introduced into the Madras institution. The question of 
continuing the ezperiment of the Female Normal School at Madras 
has already been separately disposed of. 

22. The fées realized during the yeâr in both Govemment and private 
institutions amounted to Bupees 5,38,918 which, with an attendance of 
1,92,054, gives an averagefee of Bupees 2-12-11 per pupil. Last year 
the receipts being Bupees 3,83,021 and the attendance 1,35,192, 
the average was Bupees 2-13-4. This decrease is, of course, unsatisfactory, 
but the Govemment observe that it is more than explained by the fact 
that the great proportion of the increase in the attendance during the 
year arose firom the establishment of result-grant schools, the levy of fées 
in which is absolutely uncontroUed, while either very low fées or none at 
ail were levied in many of the newly established Local Fund schools. 

23. The total expenditure from Provincial Funds on Govemment educa- 
tional institutions of ail kinds was Bupees 4,30,323, the net expenditure 
after deducting fées being Bupees 3,28,360. The expenditure on grants- 
in-aid was Bupees 2,59,483 from Provincial Funds and from Local 
Funds Bupees 1,18,664, the increase during the year in the grants- 
in^aid being Bupees 9,150 from Provincial Funds and Bupees 39,218 from 
Local Funds. 

24. The gross expenditure on éducation from public funds, so far as 
can be gathered from the statements given in the report, appears to hâve

25. The above is exclusive of the expenditure from Local Funds on 
Inspecting School masters, which nowhere appears in the report. The 
Govemment consider that the report on Public Instruction should give 
full particulars of the expenditure on éducation from Local and Municipal 
Funds, and in order that this may be done in future ail Présidents of 
Local Fund and Municipal Boards will forward to the Director of Public 
Listruction a copy of the educational portions of the annual statement as 
soon after the close of the year as possible.

The total expenditure from ail sources apon educational institutions, 

public and private, was Bupees 18,78,954 agaiust Bupees 15,57.288 in 

1871-72, — ^a sensible and satisfactory increase. Of the total expenditure 

29*64 per cent, was devoted to higher-class éducation, 30*74 to middle- 

class, 28*52 to lower-class, 5*73 to Normal Schools, and 5*56 to schools 

for spécial éducation.
